Magick Squares as the Cornerstone of Pythagorean Tetractys Symbolism

One of the West's greatest philosophers, Pythagoras, taught that reality can be understood 
through numbers and that indeed numbers, and geometry are a more important or ideal reality than that 
of our physical reality. The centrepiece of Pythagoras' philosophy was a diagram depicting the 10 
numbers, but in a triangular form, so as to highlight numerical patterns and importance of the numbers 
1-4 in particular. This diagram was called the “Tetractys” and is shown below, so that you see there are 
four rows, and 1+2+3+4=10 dots, so that 10 is called a “triangular number” as it can form triangles. 
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Now if you look at the Tetractys in an enumerated form, so that we can get the sum of each row, 
the whole thing has a sum of 55, so that 55 is the ““mystic number” of 10, as 55 is the sum of all the 
numbers from 1-10 and all “mystic numbers” are also “triangular numbers.” So knowing this it 
occurred to me that I could continue this pattern and it might shed light on Pythagorean philosophy, and 
I seem to have discovered or rather rediscovered something very important. While I assume someone 
else in the past has found this, and really I would think that even modern day people would be aware of 
this, but as far as I know, no one else has found this, or at least no one I am aware of has published 
what I am about to write. So at least this is an obscure observation which deserves to be better known, 
as it sheds light on sacred geometry, numerology of various mystical traditions such as the Kabbalah 
and Pythagoras, but even sheds light on Indian and Mesopotamian ideas. Most of my mythological and 
philosophical interpretations which came out these explorations of numbers are beyond the scope of 
this essay, but can be found in Volume II of an upcoming book entitled “Pagan and Gnostic 
Antecedents to the Qabalah, Merkabah, and Goetia.” For now I will leave you with the actual structure 
and prime observations I have made about a numerical form of the Tetractys, as this will lead just about 
any esotericist into inspiration, which I hope will further shed light onto my own work. 

So, if we continue the same pattern we get some very important numbers to occultists, that is 
the sum of each row on the Tetractys is the same as the sum of a row from one of the traditional 7 
“magick squares” of Western Occultism. On a magick square each of its rows and columns, including 
diagonally has the same sum, and each square, AKA “kamea” is of course made from a square number 
of numbers. As you might guess, this refers to a number which when depicted as points can create a 
square shape, but there is a variety of such “polygonal numbers” in various shapes, like “triangular 
numbers” and these shapes in Kabbalah each correspond to a sephirah on the Kabbalistic Tree of Life. 
(depicted further below) Like the polygons, the magick squares also correspond to the Tree of Life, as 
according to the length of the square, or the number of vertices on the polygon, as to the number of the 
sephirah, 1-10, and each of these likewise has an astrological variable. (1 as the “monad” is somewhat 
an exception, nor does it have a polygon or square) Each sephirah thus has a kind of ideal form (similar 
to Plato's philosophy or Pythagoras) which classifies all things which might fit in that numerical and 
astrological category, and are collectively known as the sephiroth. Without getting into the particulars 
of Kabbalistic jargon, I will mostly stick to explaining magick squares, but what is important to know, 
is that these 7 squares correspond to 7 “planets” or astrological variables. 

On any of the magick squares below we get all the numbers from 1 to a particular square 
number, for example 36 for the sun square, so that if we add all the numbers from 1-36=666 as the sum 
total of the entire square, which is itself also a mystic or triangular number. So each row on the pattern 


below, has the same sum, as the sum of a row on the corresponding magick square, thus the pattern 
shows the Tetractys as what a Kabbalist might call a 9 or 10 row “Tree of Life Tetractys” or what I 
have called the “Tower of Life Tetractys.” (TOLT)

That is we can continue the pattern and it fits with a 10 row magick square, but this 8" magick 
square with 100 numbers for Kether/Malkuth, is much rarer in the occult and is from the Jewish 
Kabbalistic Text, Shoshan Yesod Olam, or as this is not translated into English, I have included it down 
below along with the other magick squares. In reality, as known to modern mathematicians, there are 
many more magick squares than these 7, and the larger the square, the more permutations there are. 
However for our purposes, 7 are traditional to Western Occultism, and come from Cornelius Agrippa's 
“Three Books of Occult Philosophy,” written in 1533 AD and the last square for the Earth/Malkuth 
comes from a Jewish Kabbalistic source, so that I included it primarily because the Tetractys deals with 
the symbolism of 10, as does the Tree of Life. The providence of the squares in rather mysterious, but 
Agrippa makes it clear that he did not discover them, but that they were commonly used by occultists 
of his time. So I cannot prove that Pythagoras knew of such squares, as despite the use of such squares 
in China and India in ancient times, we have no textual evidence that Greeks knew of them at the time 
of Pythagoras. Still, reading Agrippa, not long before he explains the magick squares, he brings up the 
“Chaldeans” whom he explicitly identifies as Babylonians. So it is most curious that according to the 
Roman era Neoplatonic philosopher Iamblichus, Pythagoras went to Egypt where he studied their 
mysticism and mathematics, but 10 years later, the Persians took over the country and he was taken to 
Babylon where he also studied their mysticism and mathematics. "He also reached the acme of 
perfection in arithmetic and music and the other mathematical sciences taught by the Babylonians..." 

It is possible that Babylonians knew of such magick squares, as they had advanced mathematics, and 
were in contact with India and China, but this itself is rather mysterious. It is possible Persians brought 
knowledge of such squares to Babylon from some Indian source, but any explanation anyone could 
give is fraught with speculations. So with these limitations of evidence in mind, it is also curious that 
the squares stacked on top of each other seem to form a step pyramid, or ziggurat, and 7 layered 
ziggurat towers did exist in Babylon, and in India and China, temple floors were laid out according to 
the symbolism of magick squares. Since numbers are the true universal language, it is hard not to think 
of the Tower of Babel, and a few scholars have argued that the “Tablets of Destiny” which gave the 
Babylonian gods their powers refers to magick squares. Pythagoreans called the number | or “monad” 
a “chariot” and the “Tower of Jupiter” and the “Throne of Jupiter” and it sits atop the Tetractys. In 
Volume II of Pagan Antecedents, I will go into such possibilities and many more interpretations from a 
Kabbalistic and Pagan perspective. While we cannot be sure Pythagoras knew of this, we can be sure 
he would find it profound if he did know, so for now let us focus on the cold hard facts of the numbers 
involved, for the TOLT has many secrets yet to disclose, some no doubt remain, even for me to find. 
This pattern has within it a number of intriguing things, the more I look into it, the more I see, and to 


me at least, it is the key to the number symbolism of Pythagoras, or really base 10 numerology in 
general! So lets take a look at the Tree of Life and the Magick squares themselves. 


The Qabalistic Tree of Life 
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Earth/Malkuth 
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So, to start with, in the central vertical column of the TOLT we get the numbers 5, 13, 25 and 41 
and these are the very same numbers found in the centre of the odd numbered magick squares! These 
numbers are also “centred square numbers” as you can make a kind of square from them, and these are 
also the sum of two consecutive square numbers, so that 4+9=13 etc. Every centred square number 
except | is the hypotenuse of a Pythagorean triple (for example, 3-4-5, 5-12-13, 7-24-25). This is 
exactly the sequence of Pythagorean triples where the two longest sides differ by 1. These numbers 
also make up the difference between two consecutive octahedral numbers, from which you make 
octahedrons from. 

These odd squares correspond to the same planet that matches the horizontal row of the TOLT, 
that each of these individual centre numbers are found in, that is the centre of the Mars square is found 
on the Mars row etc. The sums of the four corners of each magick square can also be found in the 
planets corresponding row, though this is a bit more complicated and requires different things for each. 
Saturn's corners sum to 20, so if we remove the central 5 on its row in the TOLT, we are left with 10, 
and so 10X2=20. Where as Jupiter's corners are uniquely the same as its total row, ie 34. This marks 
out the end of the traditional Tetractys of Pythagoras, as he is normally only said to go to the number 
10, as per his “decad” symbolism. However if we continue with the pattern, then we get to the Mars 
row, which starts the primary pattern for the sum of the kamea's corner numbers. The sum of Mars' four 
corners is 52, or above we subtract out the centre 13 from the row on the TOLT and have 52. The sun 
square's corners sum is 74, which is found by taking out the two centre numbers 18 and 19 and likewise 
for Venus we remove the 3 centre numbers 24, 25 and 26, for Mercury we remove the 4 central 
numbers, 31, 32, 33, and 34, for the Moon we remove the central 5 numbers, 39, 40, 41, 42, and 43. 
When we come to the Earth line, we only have to remove the central 4 numbers, 49, 50, 51 and 52. 
While these are not generally used in the Occult, I found that an 11X11 square fits by removing 7 
central numbers, 58-64. The 12X12 square does not fit this pattern of removing central numbers, but 
the corner sum is the same sum as four central numbers of that row, while the 13X13 fits the pattern by 
removing the 9 numbers 81-89. (as I said, the larger the square, the more possible variations, so that 
other versions of these squares may have different numbers in their corners, but these are not 
traditionally used in the Occult, and I just wanted to show this particular pattern) 


The pattern of these TOLT numbers we removed from 13 on downwards forms a triangle, the 
sum of all these central numbers down to the Moon line being 460, which is the Isopsephy value of 
“Kubo,” the Greek word for cube! (Isopsephy refers to the practice of assigning numbers to the Greek 
Alphabet, so that each word spelled has a numeric value, in Kabbalah this is called “gematria” which 
comes from the Greek word “geometry” but the implications for this are to be found in my upcoming 
Volume IT) If you are not familiar with Kabbalah, the meaning of this is much deeper than you might 
assume, but if you wish to explore these connections further, I strongly recommend the book by Kevin 
Townley, “The Cube of Space.” This refers to an ancient Kabbalistic book called the Sepher Yetzirah, 
which explains a cubic cosmology within a Jewish context, but such cosmologies were common among 
many peoples, as there were 6 obvious directions, up and down, and the four cardinal directions of the 
compass. In this book the author shows how the “Cube of Space” can be created via the sacred 
geometry of the “Flower of Life” which is also found depicted around the world and has been the 
subject of many modern books on sacred geometry. (See diagram at the end of the book) Townley was 
a pioneer in such research, and he shows how this cube actually refers to the 7 magick squares, and 
these are nested within each other like a higher dimensional cube or tesseract. In this way there are 
cubes within cubes, and these fit with the 7 planets, but each face of each of these 7 cubes has the same 
corresponding planetary magick square as from Cornelius Agrippa above. Regarding the TOLT, if you 
add the numbers of this inner triangle of central numbers in order as I have given them, throughout this 
adding process we often get some key numbers in gematria, which fits with this cube cosmology. The 
numbers I bring up on the squares, or which can be found in various ways on the cubes have a lot of 
meaning in gematria, so if you wish to explore this on your own, I recommend the 3 volume gematria 
dictionary, ““Sepher Sapphires” by Wade Coleman, as it is the most comprehensive gematria dictionary 
I know of. (it also includes Isopsephy and Latin number systems) 

For the even numbered squares, Jupiter, Sun, Mercury and Earth, their four corners have the 
same sum as the four numbers found in the centres of their respective squares, and so you already know 
how to find these on the TOLT. However, there is a simpler way to get the corner numbers, but this 
requires us to extend the TOLT with more rows and keep counting beyond 55. Above you can see that 
20 is found on the sun row, and this is the sum of the Saturn corners, directly below this, on the next 
row, is 34, the sum of the Jupiter corners, and below that is 52 for the Mars corners, so forth on down 
that column, we get the exact sum of the corners of the squares in order! 

When you add the first and last number of any horizontal row on the TOLT, it equals a square 
number plus 1. If you add two of the same triangular numbers, (found along the right hand edge of the 
TOLT) then subtract the number which produced that triangular number (ie 4=10, or the number of the 
row counting from the top) then you are left with the square of that number. So 10+10=20 and 20-4=16 
and 16 refers to the square of Jupiter, which is the fourth Sephirah, “Chesed,” which is thus associated 
in Kabbalah with the square as a polygon. Adding two triangular numbers in sequential order down the 
TOLT, or two consecutive triangular numbers, produces a square number exactly, building up, 1 +3=4 
and 3+6=9 and 6+10=16 etc. Going strait down on the TOLT from the number 2, we have the double 
of a square number, so that below that 8, or twice 4, then below that is 18, or twice the Saturn 9, and 
below that 32, or twice Jupiter's 16 etc. To get the sum total of a whole magick square, we simply 
multiply the sum of a row on the TOLT, by the number of the row counting from the top, till we get to 
the row the planet is found in. IE, 3“ row X15 as the sum of that row=45 and the sum of the Saturn 
square. This means all of the most important numbers on the magick squares can be found in the above 
TOLT! If we take the numbers of each planet's horizontal row on the TOLT, then mark these off on 
their corresponding magick square, we see that the numbers on rows for odd numbered squares are 
found in the diagonals of the square, from the top left down to the bottom right. Where as the even 
numbered squares have a certain pattern across the middle horizontally, with half on the upper middle 
row and half on the lower middle row. (Though the sun square is somewhat unique in this) 


By adding the numbers in the diagonal rows of the Tower of Life Tetractys, in each of the 
possible ways, we get some more interesting gematria numbers, actually more than I can go into here. 
This is true if we include the bottom row, or if we have only add to the Moon layer, but the most 
obvious pattern is along the right hand diagonal row where all the triangular numbers are. I have just 
shown how two of the polygons can be referred to the TOLT as through triangular and square numbers, 
but we can also find the polygonal numbers of all the other shapes too! Pentagonal numbers are 
generated by looking at the triangular number on the right hand diagonal column and multiplying by 2, 
then adding the next triangular number below, so 2X6=12 and 12+10=22 so that as 10 is on the fourth 
row down, 22 is the fourth pentagonal number. That is if we count 1, which is technically the first 
polygonal number of all types, as in modern math, but this is also because it represents the monad, but 
if we do not include 1, it is the third pentagonal number, and 6 is found on the third row of the TOLT. 
As two consecutive triangular numbers make a square, we can also use triangular numbers to find 
pentagonal numbers in a different way, and we do this by taking a triangular number, then adding it to a 
square number of the next highest order. So for example, the third triangular number is 6, plus the 
fourth square number 16, (as it is on the next highest order, here being 4) and this produces the fourth 
pentagonal number, 6+16=22, so that by this method the Pentagonal number belongs to the same order 
as the square number. Hexagonal numbers are every other triangular number on the right side, but we 
can also take any triangular number and multiply by 3 and then add the triangular number below, so for 
example, (1X3)+3=6 and (3x3)+6=15 and (3x6)+10=28....... For septagons we do much the same, 
only we multiply the triangular number by 4 and then add the triangular number below. So (1x4)+3=7 
and then (3x4)+6=18. We can continue on like this with the other polygonal numbers too, so that we 
multiply by 5 for octagonal numbers and multiply by 6 for nonagonal numbers etc. A similar pattern is 
found on Pascal's triangle, using these same formulas, and this is actually how I figured out this last 
method for the Tree of Life Tetractys. There are mysterious similarities between the TOLT and Pascal's 
triangle, and I will go into some of this at the end of this essay, but for the most part you will have to 
wait for my Volumes on Pagan Qabalah etc. Adding Pascal's triangle together with the TOLT does seem 
to produce some interesting patterns, and yet defining how they work is rather difficult, and so I hope 
this will inspire further research by others. 


Polygonal Numbers

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For now let me explain how there are other ways the TOLT seems to depict various factors of 
the polygonal numbers, so that these can be added or multiplied together in various ways, though this is 
rather complex to describe according to whether a row on the Tetractys is even or odd and the 
polygonal number is even or odd, or if it is an even or odd polygonal number in the list of that 
polygon's numbers. (ie, as above, in a list of polygonal numbers like the pentagons, numbered 
according to their ordinal value, is it an even or odd number in the series?) One pattern I will point out 
is for the pentagonal numbers, so that every other pentagonal number (that is 5, 22, 51, 92, 145 etc) is 
divisible by a number in the sequential order of 1-10, so that 5 is divisible by 1, and 22 by 2 and 51 by 
3 etc... and when we get these numbers we can see that they are found in a pattern on the TOLT. We 
skip the number one then add the next two numbers, so that the numbers 2 and 3 have a sum of 5 on 
the second row, then we skip a number (4) and add 5 and 6 on the third row which sum to 11, and then 
we skip a number (7) and then 8 and 9 which sum to 17 on the third row, then we skip the number 10 
and on the fourth row are two groupings and in between we skip the number 13, and this pattern 
continues. So with each group of two numbers being added, there is a number that we leave out in 
between. These groupings can be marked out in rectangles like little bricks in a pyramid, with the 
numbers in between being gaps in the bricks, however we can also add these gap numbers in interesting 
ways that also add to the same factors of pentagonal numbers, but we add numbers from different rows 
(as there is only one gap in some of the rows) and you can also try adding numbers by skipping a row 
in between. By doing this I could see patterns of how these numbers have reoccurring sums. In fact, by 
trying to find patterns in these to create the full pentagonal numbers from the sums, I saw so many 
connections that I often lost track, but as I continued trying, I started to feel almost like I was going into 
a trance state! 

Looking at a list of polygonal numbers you will notice that starting at the hexagonal numbers, 
each polygon has one number in particular which shows the sum of a row for a magick square, and this 
goes in order. So 15 is the sum of the Saturn square and is the third hexagon number, (just as Saturn is 
the third Sephirah) then the fourth septagon number is 34, which is the sum of a Jupiter square row. The 
fifth octagon number is 65, which is the sum of a row on the Mars kamea, and this pattern continues on 
for all the squares! Similarly, we can see that starting at the fourth square number, it is 16, which is one 
more than 15 and the sum of a Saturn row, and going from there in the same pattern as before, the fifth 
pentagonal number is 35 which is | more than the Jupiter kamea row sum, and so on, so that this 
pattern repeats but with a kamea row sum +1! There are some other polygonal numbers that also relate 
to the magick squares and their sums, as for example the sum of the perimeter numbers on a square, or 
the sum of the corners or centre, and also other polygonal numbers related to the kamea cubes, though I 
have not found a pattern for how these fit together. 

The same pattern can be used with other polygonal numbers which are not on the magick 
squares, ie increasing in ordinal values, charted across the different polygons in their sequence, and this 
does seem to show some relationship between these numbers. I don't quite understand them, yet it's 
indisputable now that polygonal numbers relate to magick squares and the TOLT. As the “Platonic 
solids” have polygons for faces, these polygonal and kamea numbers can also relate to these solids, as 
also the number of edges, number of vertices, the angles of the polygons and the angles at which the 
faces of Platonic Solids come to an edge. 

If we take the Tower of Life Tetractys we see that at the top with the number 1, it is a right angle 
shape, and so we can easily overlap a square onto the TOLT, so that | is the first square, then we add a 
right angle V shape of numbers, 2, 5 and 3 to have a square of 4 numbers, we can enlarge the square by 
adding another V of 4, 8, 13, 9, 6 so that we have a square with 9 numbers... and we can keep adding 
V's of numbers to enlarge the square and adding numbers in this order can produce patterns that are 
largely lost on me, but seem important. By playing around with such designs, adding overlapping 
hexagons etc I could see there is still much for me to find in this TOLT and that numbers from the 
magick squares, or the cube's numbers, or numbers from cubes with magick squares for faces do keep 


coming up, (kamea numbers multiplied by 6) along with sums found on the numerologically reduced 
magick squares, (the reduced forms of the magick squares show some of the most important number 
patterns and gematria, see “Chronicles”’) but there are in fact so many overlapping patterns which make 
use of the same numbers it is easy to get lost in this by adding and multiplying etc in various ways. 
Mt Meru and India 

Below we see what happens when you a draw a line connecting each cell's centre to the next 
cell according to the order of the numbers, starting at 1 and going through them all till you get to the 
highest numbers. I found this picture online, from another researcher, but the squares are genuine and 
you can replicate this yourself, as you will see that the odd squares each depict something like the Sri 
Yantra symbol of India. The moon square is the most complex, with 6 upward triangles and 6 
downward, where as the Venus square is the closest to the Sri Yantra, as it has 4 upward and 5 
downward, though as it is a continuous line, it is still a bit different. While some of the angles are not 
exactly the same, this strongly suggests the Sri Yantra was inspired to be a slightly more symmetrical 
version of the ordinal Venus sigil. The Agrippa Moon square is still very important in India though, as 
it is the same square used to make the “Vastu Purusha Mandala” and as the base of the ziggurat we see 
“Yesod,” the moon Sephirah translates to “foundation.” As the Sri Yantra is depicted in 3D as “Mt 
Meru” this further implies the magick squares were stacked on each other, as with the TOLT, or with 
the odds and evens stacked on top of each other. 
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As it so happens, if you add odd numbers, starting with 1, you get square numbers, so that 
1+3=4 and 1+3+5=9 and 1+3+5+7=16 and so on indefinitely, so that this shows a relationship between 
the odd numbers and square numbers, but especially odd magick squares. I came to understand this 
connection to the odd magick squares by knowing that the Indian Sri Yantra symbol is created on the 
odd squares. This got me thinking, that as there are 9 numbers on moon row of the TOLT 
corresponding to the moon square, I could plug these numbers in order onto the Saturn kamea. This 
produced the magick square below, with each row including diagonals adding to 123, and 369 totally. 
Now any 9 consecutive numbers with ending digits 1-9 will become magick on the Saturn square, so 
this is not totally unique or anything, but as we will see, it is symbolically relevant.

You will notice the centre number on the square above is 41, which is the centre number on the 
moon row of the TOLT and the centre number on the moon kamea. The gematria of the numbers 
involved are not bad, but not obviously meaningful and the interpretation of this square and many 
others could well refer to Kabbalistic interpretations of the Torah, but this requires in depth knowledge 
of Literal Kabbalah, so that it would be hard to explain and is beyond the scope of this essay. However, 
I also realized that since odd numbers combine to make square numbers, adding odd rows from the 
TOLT (or top left to bottom right diagonals on the odd squares) and plugging them into kameas was 
also a possibility. So starting with the Saturn square, with the number 1, at the top of the TOLT we plug 
this into the 1 slot on the Saturn Kamea, then in 2 slot we put a 4, as this is the first number on the 
second odd row, that is the third row on the TOLT, then in the 3 slot we put 5 etc, plugging in numbers 
according to the ordinal sequence on the kamea. This means we plug into the Saturn kamea, the 
numbers 1, then 4, 5, 6, then 11-15 for the Mars row, so that this is 9 numbers total. This produced 
decent gematria, and the square has a sum of 81, and you will notice that the Mars row plugged into the 
Saturn kamea ends neatly on a square number, 9. 

We can thus continue this same kind of pattern on higher order kameas, so that on the Mars 
kamea, we plug in odd rows on the TOLT, starting with 1, and ending with 45, the last number of the 
Moon row on the TOLT. Each triangular number, or end number from an odd TOLT row gets plugged 
into a square number on the kamea, so that 45 from the TOLT goes into 25 on the Mars kamea, 28 from 
the Venus TOLT row plugs in to 16 on the Mars kamea and 15 from the Mars row plugs into to 9 on the 


Mars kamea, and 6 from the Saturn row plugs into 4 on the Mars kamea! This square of odd TOLT 
rows does produce some pretty good gematria, though I will leave that for you to explore if you are so 
inclined. It is possible to continue this same pattern with higher order kameas, for Venus and the Moon 
etc, but it would require us to add rows from the TOLT past 10, and while it is easy enough to figure 
out how to extend the TOLT, (simply counting out more rows) I am not aware of any 11X11 or 13X13 
squares which make the Sri Yantra in the way that the odd squares of the traditional 7 kameas produce. 
(there are many such squares, the larger the square, the more variety, so it is not impossible, but this 
would require a lot of effort) 

I also found that if we skip the top 1 from the TOLT and then do much the same and plug 
numbers into the kameas from the odd rows, starting at the third row, (ie, 4,5,6 plugged into the kameas 
in slots 1, 2, 3 onwards) we have enough numbers to plug into odd kameas if we skip over the centre 
number of the square, but otherwise maintain the ordinal sequence. This also produced some good 
gematria, but I suspect there is a variety of mathematical patterns on this kind of square, as adding two 
adjacent numbers often produces a square number. This square may not be important on its own, but 
the patterns may shed light on other patterns in the regular kameas, or the TOLT, so that one pattern 
often leads to another or exists in a “self similar” or fractal form at various scales. So then we can do 
this likewise with higher order squares, adding in odd rows from the TOLT, but starting at the third row. 

Trying to explain the Pythagorean or Kabbalistic meaning to this is often difficult and complex, 
and requires in depth knowledge of the symbolism of these numbers, so that it would probably make 
me sound mad if I tried to do so briefly. However playing around like this can often spark insight and 
depict patterns, which may not have any traditional Occult meaning at all, but still through subtext of 
gematria, or context of surrounding numbers interpreted from a Pythagorean perspective, it at least 
seems to be meaningful and so is at least a pleasant meditation. 

Certainly however, the numerology of the kameas, and these odd rows is very important, and I 
suspect the even rows must have their own meaning when plugged into even numbered kameas, but I 
have yet to discover it. Jupiter is an exception to this, as 2+4+6=12 which gives us enough numbers for 
the Jupiter square skipping the four centre numbers, but I suspect a different kind of pattern. (most 
likely involving the 2 middle horizontal rows on the even kameas) There are various ways to add 
different even numbered rows to get the even square numbers, but they are less appealing as I could 
not find a uniting pattern for all. I did find a pattern that does work almost perfectly if you do not start 
at the top and skip an even row in between (or add in multiples of 4) so we see, 6+10=16, but after this 
we have to add many rows to the TOLT, and so 8+12+16=36 and 10+14+18+22=64 or you can get 
numbers of numbers which fit the even squares minus 4 for the centre removed. 4+8=12 for Jupiter and 
2+6+10+14=32 for the Sun, and 4+8+12+16+20=60 for Mercury. 

Still, as regarding the Sri Yantra and even rows of the TOLT, it is perhaps no coincidence that 
4+6+8+10+12+14=54 and there are 54 numbers on the 6 faces of the Saturn cube 9X6+54 and carrying 
on this pattern, 54+16+18+20=108. So we see the cubic holy of holies in the Temple of Solomon has 
dimensions of 20 cubits and 108 is often the number of mantras used with the Sri Yantra, or really it is 
the most important Hindu number there is. 54 is half of 108, which is itself half of 216, which is the 
volume of the two tablets of the 10 commandments in the form of a 6X6X6 cube inside the ark of the 
covenant and the number of letters in the “Shemhamphorash” name of god which is common in 
Kabbalah. There are 18 three line intersections on the Sri Yantra and 24 two line intersections and so 42 
combined intersections and there is also a 42 letter name of god in Kabbalah which is also quite 
common. This 42 letter name is broken up into seven groups of six letters, and these correspond to the 
7 planets. So as there are 7 cubes made from the 7 traditional magick squares, there are 6X7=42 faces 
on all the cubes. The Shemhamphorash is also broken up into 72 names of angels, three letters each, 
and there are also Occultists who break up these 72 angels into four groups of 18, one for each letter of 
the tetragrammaton name of god, YHVH. Still, 3X24=72 and 72X3=216 so that these divisions imply 
squares and triangles. 


As explained by the Golden Dawn, Eliphas Levi included a fragment of a Solomonic grimoire 
in his translation of another grimoire, The Key of Solomon the King. This fragment is very intriguing 
as it provides a link from the Shemhamphorash to 36 of the 56 cards of the Minor Arcana of the Tarot, 
excluding the 16 face cards, these 36 are composed of the cards 2-10 in each of the four elemental 
suits, and so I quote, ““The Letters are from the Numbers, and the Numbers from the Ideas, and the 
Ideas from the Forces, and the Forces from the Elohim. The Synthesis of the Elohim is the Schema. 
The Schema is one, its columns are two, its power is three, its form is four, its reflection giveth eight, 
which multiplied by three giveth unto thee the twenty-four Thrones of Wisdom. Upon each Throne 
reposeth a Crown with three Rays, each Ray beareth a Name, each Name is an Absolute Idea. There are 
Seventytwo Names upon the Twenty-four Crowns of the Schema. Thou shalt write these Names upon 
Thirty-six Talismans, two upon each Talisman, one on each side. Thou shalt divide these Talismans into 
four series of nine each, according to the number of the Letters of the Schema.” This fragment then 
says to divide the 36 talismans, or cards (each having two angels) into 4 groups of 9, each group 
corresponding to a letter of the tetragrammaton and one of the 4 elements, so that each letter would 
have 18 angels, as I said, but note that the Sri Yantra is composed of 9 large overlapping triangles. 

(The mention of “Elders” in the fragment refers to Revelations 4, which describes Jesus' throne) 

Now there are 42 line intersections on the Sri Yantra, but if you look at the outer ring of 14 
triangles, you also have 14 outer tips or points on the outside so that 42+14=56, so that the Tarot cards 
can be arranged at the corners of all the little triangles and on the magick squares these correspond to 
the centre of the number cells. The exception to this are the downward and upward pointing tips of the 
triangles on the central axis, as these points connect to the middle of a side of the triangle either above 
or below it, I do not consider it an intersection and put it in a group of variables by themselves. There 
are 7 such points along the central axis (since we already counted the tips of the top and bottom 
triangles as they are part of the outer ring) and to this we can add the Bindu point in the very centre, 
(which is raised up as the highest point in the 3D Mt Meru depiction) so that we have 64 points of 
interest in the Sri Yantra which is distinct from the triangles themselves. If we add the 42 triangles 
(excluding the 43” triangle in the centre, as it has special properties and breaks the symmetry of the 
geometry) of the Sri Yantra (ie rings of 8+10+10+14=42) to the 64 points I listed, we have 106, which 
is not relevant in itself. However, the central downward facing triangle in which the Bindu of unity is 
found is sometimes said to represent the Trimurti, the trinity of Brahman, Vishnu and Shiva. There are 
different attributions for this triangle and generally the goddess Tripura Sundari or Devi, or some form 
of Shakti is associated with this downward vaginal triangle, this goddess is considered as superior even 
to the Trimurti. (See the Saundarya Lahari, or various Tantric books on the Sri Yantra for these 
attributions, but what is important here is that 3 deities are associated with the 3 corners of the central 
triangle, which also contains the Bindu elevated above in 3D. These may be 3 forms of the goddess, 
hence her name Tripura, or the Trimurti, but the goddess is the Bindu, or it is her “throne.”) So as I 
already counted one corner of this triangle (as one of the 7) we can add the two remaining gods and get 
108 variables! So if we add to this the surrounding 8 petal lotus, and then the 16 petal lotus, and the 4 
gates said to surround the lotuses, we have 136 variables, the sum of the Jupiter square! 64 is the cube 
of 4, and so the Jupiter cube may also be implied where I highlighted those 64 points, but there are also 
64 Yoginis associated with the Sri Yantra, even though they correspond to different places. 


Atharva Veda Book X, Hymn 2 
31. Eight-wheeled, nine-doored, is the impregnable stronghold of the gods; in that is a golden vessel, 


heaven-going (svarga), covered with light. 

32. In that golden vessel, three-spoked, having three supports—what soul-possessing monster (yaksa) 
there is in it, that verily the knowers of the brahman know. 

33. The brahman entered into the resplendent, yellow, golden, unconquered stronghold, that was all 
surrounded with glory. 


Since Mt Meru represents the Chakras, and has a numerical basis, it is telling that elsewhere 
these are depicted as lotus flowers with specific numbers of petals, often with Sanskrit letters on them, 
as for example the throat chakra has the 16 vowels of Sanskrit. While there are symbolic meanings for 
each number of petals, and each letter on a petal, I have never read any explanation of an underlying 
pattern behind all these Chakra's numbers as one symbol system, but I may have found some answers 
on my own. 


Lotus Petals of the Chakras 

Muladhara Root Chakra — 4 petals 

Svadhisthana Sacral Chakra — 6 petals 

Manipura Solar Plexus Chakra — 10 petals 

Anahata Heart Chakra — 12 petals 

Vishuddha Throat Chakra — 16 petals 

Ajna Third Eye Chakra — 2 (or 96) petals 

Sahasrara Crown Chakra — 960 (or 972 or 1000) petals 


Above you can see there is some variation in attributing numbers, but notice these are all even 
numbers and seem to build on each other, so that 4+6+10+12+16=48 and 48X2=96, and 96X10=960, 
so that I suspect these numbers have to do with magick squares and the TOLT, but I admit I don't know 
exactly how. 96+48=144 which is the highest Fibonacci number that is also a square and if we multiply 
by 1000 for the crown chakra we have 144000, as like the cubic New Jerusalem in the Book of 
Revelations. As it so happens, 144000/36/25/16/9=1.11111111111111 or 10X9X25X64=144000 or 10 
sephiroth X 3? =90 (the degrees of a cube angle) so that 10X3*X5*X8?=144000 and you will notice 
these three squares are all Fibonacci numbers, 3,5, 8! These numbers also fit with the “Pillar of Justice” 
on the Kabbalistic tree of life, as the numbers of the sephiroth, Binah, Geburah and Hod. At any rate 
the numbers of petals do seem to have an underlying pattern, the chakras having various relationships 
to each other, or other important numbers not found in the Chakra system. 144=9X16 and 972=81X12 
and 144/4=36 and 144/6=24 and 144/12=12 and 144/2=72 and 
960/144=6.6666666666666666666666666666667 

Now above I mentioned the Sri Yantra is surrounded by two lotus flowers itself, as in the picture 
above, one of 8 petals and one of 16 petals, so that adding these to the chakra lotus petals, in order, 
from the outermost, to the innermost, we get important numbers, 8+16=24 and 24+4=28 for the 
mansions of the moon, (used in both India and the West) 28+6=34 the sum of a line on the Jupiter 
kamea, and 34+10=44 (there are 43 triangles in the Sri Yantra+the Bindu, which is like the throne a top 
Mt Meru, see The Heart of the Yogini: The Yoginihrdaya, a Sanskrit Tantric Treatise By Andre Padoux) 
44+12=56 the number of minor arcana tarot cards and a “tetrahedral number.” (there are numbers for 
3D shapes too, like the Platonic Solids) From there 56+16=72 which is a very important number in 
astrology/occultism as with the 72 Shemhamphorash angels. 72+96=168 which is just short of the 
square of 13, but is the number of hours in a week, which figures in Occultism regarding “Planetary 
hours.” 168+960=1128 which is a triangular number and a hexagonal number, and has 16 divisors. 
There is also a squared off area surrounding the lotuses on the Sri Chakra, it has 4 doors, so that 
4+8+16=28 outside the Sri Chakra suggesting a doubling pattern, then we add 4 lotus petals and get 32, 
another doubling, but if we add the rest of the petals, with 96 in the third eye, and 972 in the crown we 
have 1,144 so that adding these numbers in various ways we get a lot of recurrence. In some accounts 
the crown chakra is said to have 50 petals, but this is rare, and yet still meaningful as 
4+6+10+12+16+2=50 to which we add 50 for the crown=100 to which we can add 8+16 petals of 
surrounding lotuses + 4 gates =128 which is twice 64 and the number of letters which make up the 10 
commandments. 128 also = 4X32 or the 32 paths repeating in “four worlds” of Kabbalah. 


From all these numbers I have brought up, not only do they tend to have great meaning in 
Western Occultism or Kabbalah, but they refer to music theory and ratios, so that as with the numbers 
of petals on a lotus, the relationships of the chakras imply musical ratios and their reciprocal forms, 1/2, 
2/3, 3/4 etc. While I am not particularly confident in my knowledge of music theory, I knew to watch 
out for this given the Pythagorean implications of the TOLT. These numbers and the ratios are found in 
the squares, and it is ubiquitous. There are also those who have written about music theory in relation 
to the Sri Yantra; so for example, I recognized many of the above numbers from a book on music 
theory in world religions, and how these help to inform each other, particularly Indian and Greek 
cultures. The book is titled “The Myth of Invariance” by Ernest McClain, and gives some detailed 
theories, much of which are beyond the scope of this, but on page 75 we read how music relates to the 
length of world ages called ““Yugas,” and we are referred to numbers associated with notes, 

“Before going ahead, however, let us look back a moment at the smallest integer form of the five tones, 
CG DAE, which were the only invariances in Chart 8 and its allied yantra in Chart 11.76 

ratios 72 81 96 108 128 144 

rising DEG A C D 

falling DCA G E D 

Notice that 72 begins this symmetric pentatonic scale form, and 10 x 72 = 720 defines the “Just” limits 
within which it arises. These digits play a prominent role in Hindu, Hebrew, Christian, and Chinese 
arithmology. “Ten-ness” is a curiously revealing aspect of “Pythagorean” musical arithmetic.” 

A system of Indian music was made in the 17" century called, Asampurna Melakarta and so 
while it is relatively recent, 72 melakarta ragas are split into 12 groups called chakras, each containing 
6 ragas. This is important because it fits with Western Occultism in that, the 72 Shemhamphorash 
angels are likewise divided in the 12 zodiac signs each having 6 angels. The Pythagorean Orphics used 
music to control demons and heal people, not unlike David, or Solomonic magicians used 72 psalms to 
72 angels, to gain control of 72 demons. 72X2=144 

From some other works I learned how the Sri Yantra was made or transmuted for the goddess 
Kali, to take her out of the form which demands human sacrifice, and this was done in a dice game 
(probably Chaupur or definitely some variant of it) with Shankara who is an avatar of Shiva. In this 
story, (found in the book “Mystery of the Sree Chakra Decoded by KARNATAKA KALAASHREE 
VIDWAAN V.NANJUNDASWAMY and KARNATAKA KALAASHREE VIDWAAN V. 
NANJUNDASWAMY) Shankara and Kali (a form of Devi, or Parvati) play this dice game and by the 
end of it, Shankara has formed a beneficent version of the Sri Yantra and the goddess transforms into 
Meenaakshi. (This is a Tamil myth about the Madurai temple and its connection to the Sri Yantra and 
unfortunately I have not found any other complete source for it. There is a more famous myth of Shiva 
playing Dice with Parvati, and while it may be related obscurely, it does not explicitly involve the Sri 
Yantra and yet the story is similar to a Free Mason myth I mention below involving Enoch.) While I 
have been showing connections between the TOLT and Mt Meru symbolism, as with the Sri Yantra, 
Hindus traditionally associate it with Pascal's Triangle, which they refer to as Mt Meru, and in fact 
Indians discovered this long before Europeans. As it turns out, you can calculate the odds for dice using 
Pascal's triangle, so that it is very curious that the names of the Yugas are derived from terms to do with 
various dice rolls in a game. (See The Ancient Vedic Dice Game and the Names of the Four World 
Ages in Hinduism. 1989. by Luis Gonzalez-Reimann, he also explains the importance of the ratios 
4:3:2:1 for the four Yugas, which I noticed would fit perfectly with Tetractys symbolism.) Well at least 
it does seem that the TOLT and Pascal's triangles deal with some of the same numbers and number 
patterns which deal with geometry, music and much else, patterns underlying all base 10 numbers. 

The Saundarya Lahari, stanza 14, gives the following explanation of the chakras, with various 
numbers of “rays” of light far under the lotus feet of the goddess Devi, who is the primary deity of this 
tradition for the Sri Yantra. “Fifty-six for earth (Muladhara); for water fifty-two (mani-puraka), sixty- 
two for fire (Svadhisthana); for air fifty-four (Anahata), seventy -two for ether (Visuddhi); for mind 


sixty-four (Ajna Chakra) are the rays; even beyond these are your twin feet.” 

The Chakras are further organized into 3 groups, (there are three levels of distillation in Chinese 
Alchemy within the body, and curiously, a similar idea among the Celts) with the lowest two chakras 
corresponding to Agni/fire, and a sum 108 rays, the middle two to 116, for Surya the Sun, and the 
highest two for Soma the moon has 136 rays, which happens to be the sum of the Jupiter square, which 
is quite telling as the number 16 comes up so much. Still adding these we get 108+116+136=360 which 
is related to the lunar calendar and there is said to be 360 divinities for this. I already explained there 
are 16 vowels in Sanskrit, but there are actually multiple alphabets, though to go with these 16 vowels 
are 34 consonants, so that again this implies the Jupiter square, note once again 16X4=64 for the 
Jupiter cube, or Mercury square. Also if we add the number of petals for these six chakras grouped by 
the Saundarya Lahari, we get 4+6+10+12+16+2=50 petals, which is just 1 more than 49 or 7 squared 
and in Kabbalah there is said to be “50 gates of Understanding” which refers to Binah, and joins this 
sephirah to Netzach, the sephirah of Venus. Samkhya philosophy lists 25 tattvas (sacred symbols) while 
later Shaivite philosophies extend the number to 36 and these are sometimes associated with the Sri 
Yantra, as in the Tantric text, Yogini hrdaya. As the Chakras correspond to the Sri Yantra, as concentric 
groupings of triangles around the Bindu, their attributions are,

Muladhara chakra corresponds to the innermost downward pointing 

triangle, and this is also known as the Giver of All 

Accomplishments (Sarvasiddhiprada). In this title we can see reference to the 
power of Kundalini, for it is she who provides the vital force and dynamic 
energy in the human body, and hence is the Giver of All Accomplishments. 
Svadhisthana chakra corresponds to the group of eight triangles, and is 

also known as the Remover of All IIIness (Sarvarogahara). The Sacral chakra 
is the centre of the emotions and of digestion, affecting many of the main 
organs, and hence this chakra when it is balanced and in harmony keeps the 
emotions and body healthy, as the Remover of All Illness. 

Manipura chakra corresponds to the first set of ten triangles, and is also 
known as the Protector of All (Sarvaraksakara). The solar plexus chakra is 
the centre of will and the connection to the universe, and the will is the force 
which keeps boundaries clear and unwanted influences universe at bay, hence 
this chakra is the Protector of All. 

Anahata chakra corresponds to the second set of ten triangles, and is also 
known as the Accomplisher of All Purposes (Sarvarthasadhaka). The heart 
chakra is the equilibrating point of balance and harmony in the body, and to 
accomplish all purposes it must be open and mediating the energy of the 
other chakras, thus the appropriate title. 

Vishuddha chakra corresponds to the set of fourteen triangles, and is also 
known as the Provider of All Auspiciousness (Sarvasaubhagyadayaka). As 
the centre of magickal power and dreaming, this chakra provides the positive 
energy and insights needed for auspicious results, hence the name. 

Lalana chakra corresponds to the eight petals between the inner and 

middle circles, and is also known as the Agitator of All (Sarvasanksakana). 
As the chakra which mediates the flow of spiritual energy through the body, 
it is self-evident why Lalana is the Agitator of All. 

Chandra chakra corresponds to the sixteen petals between the middle and 


outer circles, and is also known as the Fulfiller of All 

Expectations (Sarvasaparipuraka). Chandra chakra deals with positive 
spiritual states which bring happiness and enable fulfillment of expectations, 
hence it having this title. 

Ajna chakra corresponds to the outer shape, of the square with four gates 
that contains the rest of the yantra, and is known as the Enchanter of the 
Triple World (Trailokyamohana). The Triple World is the three principles of 
the Gunas, representing mind, body and spirit. Ajna is the enchanter of these 
worlds because it is the centre of realised magickal power. 

Sahasrara chakra corresponds to the central Bindu (point), and is known 

as Perfect Bliss or Identical to All (Sarvanandamaya). As the place of the 
divine spark of Shiva within, the full opening of the crown chakra when 
pierced by the Kundalini at the end of her journey produces Perfect Bliss and 
dissolution of ego and identity, producing a state of removal of subject and 
object, where you become Identical to All. 


This then gives us numbers of triangles, plus the outer two lotus flowers and 4 gates which we can add 
to the Lotus Petals of the Chakras 


Muladhara Root Chakra — 4 petals — 1 triangle on Sri Yantra 
Svadhisthana Sacral Chakra — 6 petals — 8 triangles 

Manipura Solar Plexus Chakra — 10 petals — 10 triangles 
Anahata Heart Chakra — 12 petals — 10 triangles 

Vishuddha Throat Chakra — 16 petals — 14 triangles 

Ajna Third Eye Chakra — 2 (or 96) petals — 4 Doors 

Sahasrara Crown Chakra — 960 (or 972 or 1000) petals — 1 Bindu 


Up to the throat chakra 4+1+6+8+10+10+12+10+16+14=91 which is the 13th triangular number, and 
the gematria of “Tree” and also Kamael, the archangel of Mars/Geburah, but also “My Throne” as it 
appears in Isaiah. 

91+8 for Lalana Chakra+16 lotus petals for Chandra Chakra surrounding the Sri Yantra = 115 

115+2 from Ajna Chakra=117 the sum of the 24 repeating Fibonacci numbers, which you can get by 
numerologically reducing the Fibonacci sequence, as this gives you 24 numbers which have a value of 
9 or less, and collectively sum to 117. (Note that the last 9 can be removed =108, but see “The Book of 
Phi” Volume 6 by “Jain 108” as there are many patterns in the Fibonacci which fit with all this.) The 
sequence repeats exactly no matter how big the Fibonacci numbers get, just as there is a repeating 
sequence of 60 digits from 1-9, this being the last digit of any given Fibonacci number repeats every 60 
numbers! The mysteries of the Fibonacci are beyond the scope of this essay but it does certainly tie in 
with everything else, 117 is the 9" pentagonal number, it gives the gematria of “cube” in Hebrew which 
is “Kebeyah”: die, dice! 280, the sum of the 60 repeating numbers is the 10th octagonal number, as 
shown above, 3 and 8 being Fibonacci numbers themselves. 

117+4=121 or 11 squared or else 

115+96+4=215+1 Bindu =216! 

Or else 91+96=187 the gematria of Ophanim, which translates as “wheels,” as those wheel angels on 
the Merkabah throne described in Ezekiel 1, it is also the gematria of Paimon, a demon in the Lesser 
Keys of Solomon sometimes identified as Azazel... 

+ 1 for the Bindu = 188 the gematria of “corner stone” 


So, I think I have shown well that the groups of variables I have laid out with the Sri Yantra can 
be combined in various ways to produce important Kabbalistic numbers, but here follows a few more 
intriguing combinations which highlight the numeric redundancy of all this. So, if we add 42 
intersections+42 triangles=84, the gematria of “Enoch” and also the Hebrew word for Alchemy, where 
as there are 84 “Mahasiddhas,” practitioners of yoga and tantra found in both Buddhism and Hinduism, 
but also 84 Siddhis, or occult powers which are grouped together. (84X2=168) Going another way, we 
can add 42 intersections +14 tips of outer triangles =64 to which we can add 42 triangles, =106+2 of 
the gods found in the inner most triangle, =108, to which we can also add the 9 large triangles that 
overlap to create the Sri Yantra. (4 upwards + 5 downwards) This produces 117, which is the sum of 24 
repeating Fibonacci numbers. To this we can add the 7 tips of the triangles along the central axis (again 
omitting the 2 outermost) and the Bindu, which gives us 125 total variables, or 5 cubed. If we take 
away the Bindu for a moment, 124 is not a bad number itself, and is a “Stella Octangula” number as 
you can make a “star tetrahedron” from it, and this shape has been associated with the Merkabah. If we 
then add 124+8 petal lotus and 16 petal lotus this totals 148, the gematria of the sephirah “Netzach” the 
sephirah which best fits with the Sri Yantra. There are other goods words here too, as also the sum of 
the god names of the top three sephiroth, 21+15+112=148. To this we can further add the 4 gates of the 
square area (note that Daleth in Hebrew means “door” and is the name of a letter with a value of 4) and 
add back the Bindu for a total of 153. This last number is intriguing because it is the number of fish that 
Jesus miraculously caught with the apostles, and David Fideler in his book “ Jesus Christ - Sun of God” 
goes into detail about how important this number is and has much to say on number symbolism and 
gematria and Isopsephy 

Before I quote this part of Fideler's work, let me explain some important things, as the full 
gravity of my own discovery is very esoteric and yet mathematically consistent with the work of others. 
Backing up a bit, to the above paragraph, if we add the variables in the same way up to 117, we can add 
to this the 8 petalled lotus and the Bindu for a total of 126. As I have shown that 64 keeps coming up, 
as with the number of vertices of a cube, adding the 8 petals is always good as is commonly done on 
Indian Yantras, so that I am by no means being arbitrary. (though combinatorics in general is integral to 
gematria and Kabbalah, and so try all combinations) 126 has a variety of important meanings in 
gematria, more than I can quote in fact, but is an important number, along with each of the numbers 
125-128, and this will play into symbolism that adds symbolic redundancy to what Fideler wrote as to 
the meaning of biblical allegories. (though this is only one part of his amazing book) 

On to the number 153, which is also the 17th triangular number and 17 is itself an important 
number, the 17th path on the Tree of Life corresponds to the letter Zayin, (# value of 7) which itself 
corresponds to Gemini. Now Gemini is important as its symbol, two pillars, refer to the two outer 
pillars of the Tree of Life and are called Jaochin and Boaz and these were found outside the Temple of 
Solomon. 67 is also the Gematria of Binah, but in the Cathar text “Gospel of the Secret Supper’ Enoch 
is said to have dictated 67 books from the devil, and Enoch is essentially the Jewish version of Thoth 
Hermes as the scribe of God, with Mercury ruling the sign of Gemini. While the full symbolism is 
beyond the scope of this essay, it is explained in Volume IV of the Chronicles of Anarchy, 

In the myth of the “Royal arch degrees” of Masonry, Enoch knew that god was going to kill 
everyone with a flood, so he set to work to build a safe temple/depository for the knowledge of the 
antediluvian world. This temple was nine chambers, each stacked on one another like a subterranean 
tower, (or 9 triangles or 9 Avarana layers of the Sri Yantra?) and on the arch of each chamber was an 
aperture to connect them. Enoch had received the Torah long before Moses and set it on a pillar with a 
cube underneath and on this pillar he inscribed the true name of “god” which is the Masonic “lost 
word.” This basically signifies the middle pillar of the Kabbalistic tree of life, the cube being the cube 
of space or Malkuth or Earth. Enoch sealed this chamber and fearing that it's knowledge would be lost 
forever, he built two more pillars outside at the entrance, one of marble with which to withstand fire on 
which he inscribed a message telling of the middle pillar, the other of brass to withstand the waters of 


the flood on which he inscribed the knowledge taught in Freemasonry and a variety of Occult wisdom. 
The two pillars in the depository of Enoch would be cast in bronze by Solomon and turned in to the two 
front pillars of the temple of Yahweh. As I said, they were named Jachin and Boaz and represent the 
other two outer pillars of the tree of life glyph and play a significant role in the iconography of 
Masonry, often depicted with Jacob's ladder. This is the same Jacob with the pillow stone, a stone 
which is also said to have been used as a pillar and so the ladder and pillars are forms of the tree of life. 
(Likewise the two pillars are symbolic of the two tablets of the law given by Moses) 

What's more is that in some variations of the Masonic legend of the pillars, not only was the 
Torah found in the chambers of Enoch, but also a cube carved from agate, which had on it the “lost 
word.” (Various Masonic scholars tell versions of this, among others see, George Oliver, Antiquities of 
Freemasonry Ch 4 which says Enoch's chamber was 81 feet deep, there is also the Masonic Alnwick 
Manuscript from 1701 and The Freemason's Monitor 2.1.10 by Thomas Webb) This then would be the 
cube I mentioned on which the middle pillar was placed and we can see that in Qabalah agate 
corresponds to both Mercury and Gemini. In this version however, instead of the middle pillar there 
was something else found on the cube and this was a golden Delta embossed with jewels, with Delta 
being the Greek letter which corresponds to the Hebrew Daleth, which itself corresponds to Venus and 
the number 4.” ..... In “the Golden Dawn, swastika zodiac symbolism is overlaid on top of 17 numbers 
on the Mars kamea and is presented in their “Zelator” initiation ceremonies. This number 17 is central 
to the work of the famous alchemist Jabir Ibn Hayyan, especially his books “Ahjar” and “Books of 
Balances” where he creates a system of Arabic Qabalah and gematria in which 17 is used to calculate 
the elemental composition of all things with an Arabic name. This is done by the numbers 1:3:5:8 
which sum to 17 as found on the square of Saturn, the remaining numbers on the square sum to 28 for 
the Arabic letters.” 

So 17 was crucial to this Arabic alchemist, and this relates to the Saturn kamea, creating those 
two groups of numbers which sum to 17 and 28, with 28 also being the 7th triangular number and a 
“Perfect number” according to Pythagoras. 6, 28 and 496 are the first three perfect numbers and each 
have Kabbalistic meaning, 496 is the gematria of Malkuth, and the sum of the Kether/Malkuth kamea 
when numerologically reduced. 

As for the Swastikas, they are ubiquitous and found in both Western Occultism and Eastern 
religions, but as the kameas can be likened to chakras, they are “wheels” and the numerology of the 
squares shows them with spokes coming out the centre (each row including diagonals having the same 
sum) or else, as with the Golden dawn, can be seen as Swastikas. Adding any two opposite zodiac signs 
on the Golden Dawn swastika, produces the number 26, which is the gematria of YHVH, the 
tetragrammaton, or most important name of the Jewish god, Yahweh. On other squares we can do much 
the same and it produces | more than the number of numbers on particular kamea, so for Venus, this 
would be 50. Kether, at the top of the Tree of Life is associated with the swastika or “fylfot cross,” it is 
called “first whirlings” as the sephirah spin, not unlike wheels. Certainly many have already compared 
the chakras to the Tree of Life, so that I will that for you to explore. 
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You will further notice that the Mars square overlaid with the swastika creates important 
familiar numbers if you add up the numbers in each section, either an arm of the swastika, or two 
numbers in between arms. (The numbers outside the swastika sum to 104 and Sepher Sapphires gives a 
curious note for this number as the “Length of 2 diameters of a circle with a radius of 26, forming a 
cross. Total axes of symmetry of invisible curves of a 3x3x3 cube. Diagonal of rectangle of 40 by 96) 


Jesus Christ Sun of God 

This is a classic book on Pagan and Gnostic numerology, and it does make use of magick squares, as 
for example 666 being the sum of the sun cube, or Peter “the rock” being the foundation stone of 729, 
or 9 cubed, and all this is certainly important. However this book covers a wide variety of topics, but 
there are two parts in particular which tie into the themes we are dealing with. Unfortunately much of 
this is too long or complicated to explain in this essay, but I will try my best, however you will get 
more out of this if you read the whole book. So to start with I will try to give a synopsis as to the most 
relevant parts, but I will not provide all of the evidence Fideler gives for his assertions, but you can 
either take my word or read it yourself, his evidence is mathematically sound. Fideler shows how even 
the bible is based on Greek Pagan numerology as involving the Isopsephy of titles for Apollo, Hermes 
and Zeus etc, so if he seems to make bold statements, he argues his points better than what I will show 
here. Actually the part which concerns us most is an elaboration of an observation made by John 
Michell in his book “City of Revelation” (as you might guess it deals with the New Jerusalem and is a 
classic book itself on number symbolism) which explains the New Testament story of Jesus and Peter 
and the 153 fish caught in a net. (John 21) So from here I will quote and paraphrase and add 
commentary to elaborate as succinctly as possible. Earlier scholars had noted that the Greek words 
“Fishes” and “The Net were both equivalent to 1224, and that 153 is 1/8 of this amount” but John 
Michell uncovered the underlying geometry of this, and he points out a traditional practice of teaching 
through stories. The apostle Peter, who's full name is Simon Peter, with a value of 1925 goes out 
fishing in a boat with 6 other disciples. 


The number of >IMQN ‘O FFETPO>, SIMON PETER, is 1925. A circle 
is therefore drawn with circumference 1925 to represent Peter, and six 
more circles are placed so that the circumference of each passes through 
the center of the farst circle and also through the centers of the two on 
either side. A larger circle contains them all. In this most economical 
fashion the seven disciples are packed into the circular boat, like the 
coracle of the Celtic saints, which, since the circumference of the lesser 
circles is 1925, will be found to have a diameter of 1224 [FISHES and THE 
INET].

The act of casting a net from the side of a boat is described by placing 
the compass point on the circumference of the circle of the boat and 
drawing the arc of another circle which contains the vesica piscis, the 
“fish.” The diameter of this circle is also 1224, the number of TO 
AIKTYON, THE NET, and 71 X@YE2, FISHES.

“Now when Simon Peter heard that it was the Lord, he girt his fisher’s 
coat unto him (for he was naked), and did cast himself into the sea.” 

The arc ofa third circle is drawn to the left of the boat, and Simon Peter 
is moved from the center of the boat into the sea between the boat and the 
shore. The vesica that contains him represents THE FISHER’S COAT, for 
the Greek word is ‘H "EHENAYTH2, 1060, and since the width of this 
vesica is 612, its height is 1060. 

“And the other disciples came in a little ship; (for they were not far from 
land, but as it were two hundred cubits) dragging the net with fishes.” In 
the net were 153 great fishes. 

The net, 1224, with fishes, 1224, together number 2448 and 2448 is the 
measure round the perimeter of the “fish” in the net. This great fish is 
divided into sixteen equal parts, forming the tetraktys of the Pythagoreans. 
The number 153 is brought out in two ways. First, the width of each of 
the sixteen lesser fish is 153; then there are sixteen smaller making up one 
greater fish, seventeen in all, and 153 is the sum of the numbers 1-17. 


That disciple whom Jesus loved said to Peter, “It is the Lord!” Now when Simon 
Peter heard that it was the Lord, he put on his fisher’s coat, for he was naked, and 
sprang into the sea. But the other disciples came in the boat, dragging the net full 
of fish, for they were not far from the land, about 200 cubits off. 

When they got out on land, they saw a charcoal fire there, with fish lying on it, 
and bread. Jesus said to them, “Bring some of the fish that you have just caught. 
So Simon Peter went aboard and hauled the net ashore, full oflarge fish, a hundred 
and fifty-three of them; and although there were so many, the net was not torn. 

—John 21.7-11

This diagram is then rotated so that the net on the right is at the bottom, 


The net in the sea represents the sensible world of Change and Becoming, while 
the uppermost sphere represents the intelligible world of eternal Being. The 
central sphere which mediates between the two ideal extremes is the world of 
Humanity, which binds together the intelligible and sensible spheres, the worlds 
of spirit and matter. 

In Christian terms, the central sphere is the Logos, the celestial mediator, 
which binds together heaven and earth, transcendent God and incarnate human- 


ity. 


1. The Three Worlds 

Hellenistic cosmological speculation was essentially trinitarian in na- 
ture. The Pythagoreans, for instance, saw the cosmos as a dynamic union 
of complementary principles, joined through a mean term: the power of 
logos and harmonia, the power of mediation. 

If we take the diagram of the 153 fishes in the net and orient it so that 
the net in the sea is at the base, the diagram suggests the traditional 
Platonic description of the relationship between the levels of Being and 
Change. (Figure 48.) The net in the sea represents the ever-changing and 
shifting world of manifestation, where everything is in a state of flux and 
nothing remains forever the same. The upper world—the world of the 
gods and first principles—is the Intelligible world: all of the universal laws 
on which manifestation is based. ‘This world of the Forms does not exist 
in time or space, and because it is not limited by time or space it can be 
eternally present everywhere. The middle world, the world of Humanity, 
partakes of both spirit and matter, the eternal and the temporal. In the 
words of the Orphic gold plates, humanity is “a child of earth and starry 
heaven.” 

This type of trinitarian symbolism is used by Plato in his cosmological 
dialogue, the Timaeus. There he describes the cosmos as being the 
offspring of a father and a mother. The father is the world of Forms, all 
the laws of creation; the mother is “the Receptacle of Becoming,” which 
resembles the ever-shifting sea.* The Forms manifest in the Sea of the 
Flux, and thus father and mother give birth to the cosmos, the middle 
world, which partakes of both Being and Change. Because of the inevi- 
table distortions which occur in the world of Change—like the shifting 


currents of the sea—imperfections occur in the manifest world. Nonethe- 
less, while the archetypal Forms are never perfectly manifest, the physical 
world remains the most beautiful and faithful reproduction—the best 
possible image—of the Intelligible world on the level of time and space. 

One way of describing this situation is offered by the discoveries of 
physics and astronomy. Modern physics, for example, describes the fabric 
of space as a net, warped and stretched by gravitational force. In the ideal, 
Intelligible world, light travels in a perfectly straight line; however, in the 
physical world, the path of light is always warped by the presence of mass 
which results in the curvature of space. Similarly, in the Intelligible world, 
we can imagine planets as following perfectly circular orbits. In the world 
of manifestation, however, due to the distorting currents of the sea of 
Change, planets describe ellipses and never perfect circles. Nonetheless, 
the motion of a planet in an orbital ellipse is determined by precise 
mathematical laws, and this represents “the best possible image” of the 
perfect circular orbit described in time and space. 

In the Christian development of the three worlds diagram, the central 
world is that of the Logos, the mediator between God and man, between 
heaven and earth. Alternately, the three worlds correspond to Father, 
Son, and Holy Spirit. 

‘The diameter of the sphere in the upper world is 612, ZEUS, while the 
length of the vesica is a fraction more than 1060. One unit less, 1059, is 
the gematria value of PLEROMA, the gnostic source of creation and 
Treasury of Light; 1061 is APOLLO, the god of light and celestial 
harmony. 


2. Plotinus on “the Net” as a Symbol of the World Soul 

In the Neoplatonic cosmology of Plotinus, the four levels of reality are 
called the One, Mind,World Soul, and Nature. These levels of reality 
have analogues in earlier Hellenistic cosmology going back to the 
Pythagoreans and Plato, but for the sake of simplicity we here employ the 
descriptions and terminology of Plotinus. 

The One is the ultimate, transcendental source of manifestation about 
which nothing can be said. It is unlimited, and therefore infinite, and 
because the One is indeterminate, it is “beyond Being.” 

Mind (Nous) is said to be the differentiated “image” of the One, insofar 
as the One can be reflected at all. Mind is a perfect, living unity-in- 


multiplicity of all the universal Forms and individual minds. It is the first 
level of Being because it is something distinct—it is also eternal and 
identical with “the Logos” in its most comprehensive form. 

Soul is a further differentiated image of Mind, the living dispenser of 
individual forms and lives, the shaper of organic nature and incarnate 
form. 

Nature, then, is the living image of Soul. 

In a beautiful passage, Plotinus describes the World Soul as resembling 
a net, ever extended in the sea of manifestation: 


The Cosmos is like a net which takes all its life, as far as it ever stretches, 
from being wet in the water; it is at the mercy of the sea which spreads out, 
taking the net (to diktuon) with it just so far as it will go, for no mesh of it can 
strain beyond its set place: the Soul is of so far-reaching a nature—a thing 
unbounded—as to embrace the entire body of the All in one extension; so far 
as the universe extends, there soul is; and if the universe had no existence, the 
extent of soul would be the same; it is eternally what it is.’ 


In Christian terms, the Father corresponds to the One or the Unknow- 
able Source. The Logos, or the “Son of God,” is Nous or Universal 
Intellect. The animating breath of the Holy Spirit is the ever-extended net 
of the World Soul, which animates all living things in the shifting sea of 
manifestation. Nature is animated by this spirit and is the direct, living 
image of the preceding levels; it is a theophany, the very manifestation of 
the divine in the world of time and space. 


3. The Symbolism of Apollo at Delphi 

This diagram of the 153 fishes in the net is earlier than Christianity and 
is associated with the symbolism of Apollo at Delphi. As we have noted, 
Apollo is the earlier Greek personification of the Logos, the universal 
mediator, and it is ultimately from the mathematical symbolism of Apollo, 
the god of harmony, that both the diagrams of the 153 fish in the net and 
the feeding of the five thousand originate. Both of these diagrams are 
ultimately based on the numerical value of V2 (1.415), the mathematical 
symbol of the ideal mean between unity and multiplicity, which is 
reflected in the title THE GOD APOLLO, 1415. 

In the Christian version of John 21, the “foundation stone” of the 
geometry is the central circle of SIMON PETROS, 1925, the omphalos of 
Christianity, whose number determines the dimensions of the entire 
diagram. In this Christian adaptation, we start with “the omphalos” to 
arrive at the symbol of “the net.” Likewise, in the earlier symbolism of 
Apollo, his omphalos at Delphi was covered with a net, symbolizing the 
veil of manifestation, woven from the central source of harmony. In the 
earlier version, the central circle symbolizes the omphalos at Delphi, the 
meeting point of heaven and earth, “the golden mean” of Apollo. The 
number 153 also figures in Delphic symbolism, for 1530 is the sum of 
DELPHI, 619, and OMPHALOS, 911. 

Finally, if we draw a circle around the three worlds diagram, the all- 
encompassing sphere has the measure of 7690, and 769 is the value of 
PYTHIOS, Apollo at Delphi. (Figure 49.)

The centermost circle (dotted) is the starting point of the geometry. In the 
Christian version, it represents Simon Petros as the omphalos, the “foundation 
stone” of Christianity. In earlier Greek cosmology, it represents Apollo’s net- 
covered omphalos stone at Delphi, the central point on the world axis and the 
meeting place of the three worlds. The length of the vesica enclosing the net is 
1061, APOLLO, while the great circle encompassing the diagram has the circum- 
ference of 7690, and 769 is the gematria value of PYTHIOS, the name of Apollo at 
Delphi. 


4. Greek Gematria and the Levels of Being 

The central values of the Greek number canon which underlie the 
symbolism of Apollo and the early Christian diagrams reproduced in this 
book are not arbitrary, but embody a precise cosmological symbolism 
expressed via the Pythagorean language of Number. This mathematical 
symbolism is related to the process of emanation through which the 
universe comes into manifestation and represents the corresponding 
levels of being. Since each level of being depends on the preceding level, 
in the corresponding mathematical progression all the preceding levels 
are reflected and present in the final term. Similarly, the One, the Logos, 
and the World Soul are reflected and present in the final term of 
manifestation: the beautiful veil of living Nature. 


The One. The starting point of the process is Unity, the One of 
Plotinus, which is the transcendental source of manifestation. This is 
represented by the value 1, 10, 100, 1000, etc., the decimal point not being 
used in Greek mathematics. 

e Let the One be symbolized by 1. 


The Logos. The One gives birth to the principle of the Nous-Logos 
which is represented by V2, the ideal principle of mediation and harmony 
between Unity and Multiplicity. 

e Let the Logos be symbolized by 1x V2 =1.415 = THE GOD APOLLO. 


The World Soul. The World Soul is the differentiated image of the 
Logos, which is the image of the One. 

e Let the World Soul be symbolized by 1x V2xvV3 = 2.448 = THE 
NET+FISHES = 1.2242. 


If we represent this progression geometrically, we arrive at the dimen- 
sions the diagrams of the 153 fish in the net and the feeding of the five 
thousand, both of which are variations on the same underlying math- 
ematical symbolism. (See figures 50 and 51.) 
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AA = 1 = The One 
BB = IxV2 = 1.415 = The Logos 
CC = IxV2xV3 = 2.448 = The World Soul

The mathematical progression 1xV2xV3 symbolizes the emanation of the levels of 
being and defines the gematria values of THE GOD APOLLO (1xV2 = 1.415) and 
FISHES+ THE NET (1xV2xV3 = 2.448 = 1.224x2). This mathematical progression 
is naturally expressed by the simple geometrical sequence shown above, which 
represents the three levels of being outlined below.

This illustration shows how the mathematical progression illustrated in the 
previous diagram underlies the dimensions of the fish in the net geometry and the 
feeding of the five thousand. Both diagrams are thereby shown to be differing 
expressions of the same, underlying cosmological code. 

The central figure is a vesica with a width of 1xV2 (1.415 = THE GOD APOLLO), 
which defines the diameter of the feeding of the five thousand geometry on the 
right. 

The height of the central vesica measures 1xV2xV3 (2.448 = FISHES+ THE NET), 
which defines the height of the 153 fishes in the net geometry on the left. 

In the diagram on the left, the rhombus intersects the length of the vesica in the 
upper world, dividing it into three equal segments of 353 units, the value of 
HERMES. This represents “Thrice-Great Hermes” or Hermes Trimegistos, a 
personification of the Logos. 


5. 153 as the Measure of “the Fish” in Archimedes 

Archimedes (c. 287-212 B.C.E.), in his treatise On the Measurement of the 
Circle, uses the whole number ratio 153:265 to accurately approximate the 
irrational ratio V3, “the measure of the fish” or the vesica piscis. Moreover, 
Archimedes uses this value in such a manner as to suggest that this 
approximation was well known to his contemporaries: it required no word 
of explanation at all.* 

This ratio, 153:265, precisely relates to the dimensions of the 153 “fish” 
in the unbroken net, for it defines the height and width of each rhombus 
in “the net.” (Figure 52.) Since 153 was known in the time of Archimedes 
as “the measure of the fish” or the vesica, ancient readers skilled in 
mathematics would have immediately recognized the allegory of the 153 
fish in the net for what it is: a geometrical “story problem.” 
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Figure 52. 153 as the Measure of “the Fish” in Archimedes 


The whole number ratio 153:265, which Archimedes uses for V3 in his treatise On 
the Measurement of the Circle, corresponds to the height and length of each 
rhombus in the diagram of the 153 fishes in the net. Since 153:265 was known as 
the “measure of the fish” or vesica piscis in pre-Christian times, those skilled in 
mathematics would have immediately recognized the story of the 153 fish in the 
net as a geometrical “story problem.” In terms of accuracy, the ratio 153:265 
differs from the real value of V3 by about one part in 10,000. 


6. Pythagoras’ Prediction of the Number of Fish in the Net 

Ultimately, the Christian story of the 153 fish in the net originated in 
the earlier Greek mathematical symbolism of Apollo and was most likely 
developed by the Pythagorean school. An earlier version of the tale was 
circulated among the Pythagoreans and tells how Pythagoras (570-496 
B.C.E.) predicted the exact number of “fish in the net.” While no number 
of fish is given in the story as it has come down to us, it is likely that the 
story was based on the Pythagorean, cosmological geometry discussed in 
this appendix, which underlies the later Christian version.® The accounts 
of Porphyry and Iamblichus are reproduced below. 


From Porphyry, The Life of Pythagoras 27: 

Meeting with some fishermen who were drawing in their nets heavily laden 
with fishes from the deep, he predicted the exact number of fish they had 
caught. The fishermen said that if his estimate was accurate they would do 
whatever he commanded. They counted them accurately, and found the 
number correct. He then bade them to return the fish alive into the sea; and 
what is more wonderful, not one of them died, although they had been out 
of the water a considerable time.’ 


From Iamblichus, The Life of Pythagoras, chapter 8: 

One day, during a trip from Sybaris to Croton, by the sea-shore, he happened 
to meet some fishermen engaged in drawing up from the deep their heavily 
laden fish-nets. He told them he knew the exact number of fish they had 
caught. The surprised fishermen declared that if he was right they would do 
anything he said. He then ordered them, after counting the fish accurately, 
to return them alive to the sea, and what is more wonderful, while he stood 
on the shore, not one of them died, though they had remained out of their 
natural element quite a little while. Pythagoras then paid the fishermen the 
price of their fish, and departed for Croton. The fishermen divulged the 
occurrence, and on discovering his name from some children, spread it 
abroad publicly. Everybody wanted to see the stranger, which was easy 
enough to do. They were deeply impressed on beholding his countenance, 
which indeed betrayed his real nature.® 


Above we read how the fish were caught, and this involves dividing by 16, and that the net is 
clearly depicted as a 4X4 grid which you surely noticed is like the Jupiter square. This symbolism 
works with Kabbalah in more ways than even Fideler was aware, as if we compare the Tetractys too, it 
is consistent. So it is said in Kabbalah, between the third and fourth sephirah, Binah and Chesed, is “the 
abyss” and Binah itself is often related to the sea or ocean, it is said that a soul cannot rise on the tree 
higher than Chesed and come back to physical reality, once you cross the abyss (found in Daath, ie 
Knowledge) you have permanently ascended. So too the Kabbalists say, that once the top three 
sephiroth were made, the rest came into being. (See The Mystical Qabalah by Dione Fortune) So then 
in terms of the Tetractys, the fourth row of Chesed corresponds to the Net, sunk into the sea of the third 
row, Binah to catch the fish. This numerology is found in Pythagorean thought as well, regarding how 
the 1 produces a second being, at which point the dyad begins, 2, but the oneness is eternally 1, and so 
from the second being comes duality, we might say, Eve as Binah is taken from Adams rib and this is 
the source of 3, and Eve is the “mother of all living things,” as especially in Gnosticism. Remember 
above, the ratio of Archimedes is accurate to 1 part per 10,000, so it is intriguing that a similar idea is 
found in the Tao Te Ching, appropriately enough, chapter 42, “"The Tao produced One; One produced 
Two; Two produced Three; Three produced All things. All things leave behind them the Obscurity out 
of which they have come, and go forward to embrace the Brightness into which they have emerged, 
while they are harmonized by the Breath of Vacancy.” 
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The Sacred Tree, archetype 
“lhe Seed of the axis v2u7mdt, above 
suspended in space. which hovers the winged solar disc. 


Maria Prophetissa. he seedling atop the Cosmic Mountain symbolizes the fusion 
of earth and sky. In the alchemical tradition Maria is said to shriek out in ecstasy: “One 
becomes two, two becomes three, and out of the third comes the One as the fourth.” 
As a formula of the alchemical process, her saying also describes the germination of the 
seedling imto the Cosmic Tree. 


The above picture is taken from Sun of God, just before the exposition of 153 fish and fits 
perfectly well with Kabbalah, as Chesed the fourth is an image of the 1, this refers to the cube, as the 
square is the polygon of Chesed and the Jupiter kamea obviously has some unique properties as the last 
tier of the Tetractys For example, as Plutarch points out, the recipe for Egyptian incense, Kyphi has 16 
ingredients, because this is the only square which has the same Area as the length of its perimeter. 
Maria was the student of the Jewish Gnostic Alchemist Zosimos, and so the above quote is not out of 
place with these traditions, but you will have to read the full Volumes of my work to understand my 
interpretation of the Tetractys in Kabbalah and how this relates to Chesed. While Fideler describes the 
Net as being Rhomboid, this is because, as he said, it is in the ocean of manifestation and the water 
distorts the light from above, so that the ideal numerical perfection of the square is also distorted. If we 
consider the various squares and Tree of Life as a fractal, we can say that physical reality is a low 
resolution image, compared to the high definition of the top or roots of the tree in Kether. So now that I 
have quoted and explained this, let us go onto the feeding of 5000, as magick squares do not only fit 
with Fideler's interpretation, but elaborate it through the numbers involved. 


Sun of God — Chapter 5 — The Miraculous Feeding of the 5000 (Mark 6:30-38) 


Jesus feeds 5000 men sitting in a “field,” and this is the starting point for 
the development of the geometry. The 5000 sitting in a field is repre- 
sented mathematically as a perfect square containing 5000 sq. units, one 
for each person. 

A square containing 5000 sq. units has the side measure of 70.7 units in 
length, and 707 is the value of the Greek phrase , THE GOD HERMES. 

In Greece, the god Hermes was an earlier representation of the Logos, 
“the guide of souls,” and Hermes was also the god of shepherds. The 
Logos is the Teacher, Guide, and Leader not only of matter, but also of 
“unawakened irrational nature.” The power of Reason in the soul both 
organizes and leads the irrational passions in the same way that a shepherd 
guides his herd.’* In the story under consideration, Jesus “saw a great 
throng, and he had compassion on them, because they were like sheep 


without a shepherd; and he began to teach them many things” (Mark 
6:34)

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The text states that the crowd sat in groups, “by hundred and fifties.” 
This relates to the fact that the diagonal (AA) of the square containing 5000 
sq. units is exactly 100 units long, while the half-diagonal (BB) measures 
50 units in length.

Jesus divides the two fish among the S000, and this is represented by 
drawing three perfectly interpenetrating circles, thus forming “the three 
worlds diagram” of Hellenistic cosmology. Uhis gives rise to two “fish” or 
vesica piscis forms in the square of the S000. Each vesica has a horizonal axis 
which measures 61.2 units in length; together they measure 122.4 units, 
and 1224 is the gematria value of the Greek word FISHES. 

Each one of the circles has a circumference of 222 units, and each vesica 
therefore has a perimeter of 148.0 units. 1480 is the value of CHRISTOsS, 
and the “vessel of the fish” was an early emblem of his nature. 

‘The perimeter of the square measures 282 units, and 282 is the value of 
the Greek word BIOs, Life, an important aspect of the Universal Logos. 

In terms of the vertical dimensions, length AB is HERMES, AC is THE 
GoD HERMES, AD is APOLLO, and AE is THE GOD APOLLO. In other 
words, the diagram is based upon the pre-Christian canon of Greek 
theology. (See “The God Apollo: The First ‘Word’ of Celestial Har- 


mony.”)

Having obtained the basic geometry, the square containing the 5000 is 
removed for clarity. 

Since each one of the smaller circles measures 222 units in circumfer- 
ence, the combined tri-circle perimeter is 666, the sum of the magic 
square of the sun. The great circle which encompasses the entire pattern 
measures 444 units around, one more than the Greek phrase “THE 
LoOGoOs. 

If a hexagon is drawn in the lower circle, the hexagon will hold a circle 
which hasa circumference of 192.3, and 1923 is the value of CHRIST, “THE 
LOGOs. To represent the five loaves, five smaller circles are drawn herein. 
Together they have the combined perimeter of 481 units, and this is the 
value of a7toi, the Greek word for LOAVES. Length XyY is 122.4, and 1224 
= FISHES.

The provisions of the “meal” having been supplied, one final aspect of 
the story needs to be represented: the twelve baskets used by the 12 
disciples to collect what is left over. 

This is represented by drawing the perfectly symmetrical 12-fold 


flower design in the upper circle: SHE. This is accomplished by drawing 


12 arcs with a compass, set at the original size of the three primary circles. 
Each arc has a measure of 74 units. Therefore, the total measure ofthe arcs 
making up the pattern in the circle is 74x12, or 888, and 888 is the number 
of JESUS, the early Christian representation of the extratemporal Celestial 
Weord—the Logos personified as teacher, leader, shepherd, and provider 
of sustenance.

So then Fideler explains how the numbers and geometry encoded into the New Testament show 
it to be a Gnostic work based upon Greek Paganism, and Apollo and Hermes in particular as the Logos, 
and indeed for one sect of Gnostics at least, the Naasenes, Hermes was explicitly the Logos. (See 
Hippolytus Book V Chapters 1-5) Many of Fidelers interpretations are in their own way alluded to in 
the Hermetic text Poimandres “Form whose being is before beginning without end. Thus spake to me 
Man-Shepherd. And I say: Whence then have Nature's elements their being? 

To this He answer gives: From Will of God. [Nature] received the Word (Logos), and gazing upon the 
Cosmos Beautiful did copy it, making herself into a cosmos, by means of her own elements and by the 
births of souls.” But even more than this, as John 1:1 says, “In the beginning was the Word, and the 
Word was with God, and the Word was God. 2 The same was in the beginning with God.” So that while 
you might argue Christians do not really understand Judaism, this refers to Genesis and god moving 
over the face of the waters, not unlike Poimandres, or the Gnostic Pistis Sophia text, or the teachings of 
the Naasenes, but even the Torah says “Wisdom” AKA Sophia helped to make the universe, not unlike 
Devi and the Sri Yantra. This all alludes to underlying philosophy which explains how the 1 created 
multiplicity via duality, but all things return to oneness, the Gnostics actually reconciling monism and 
dualism, as also Neoplatonists. (While it has nothing to do with gematria, or the 153 fishes etc, on this 
last point see “Our Divine Double” by Charles Stang) Fideler's interpretations are further elucidated by 
the writings of Porphyry, “On the Cave of the Nymphs” which explains how souls go into celestial 
waters which cause “generation” or reincarnation into the physical world, so that from this perspective, 
Jesus made the apostle “fishers of men”, that is they rescue souls from reincarnation. (as Gnostic 
taught) Such ideas are far older however and refer to the ferryman psychopomp, as in the Chaldean 
Oracles, or Pistis Sophia, a boat brings the light back to the heavens, and this idea is also found in 
Egypt. In Egypt the 36 “decans” or 10 degree divisions of the Zodiac were represented with boats, and 
such ideas can be found in other religions too, as like Charon for the Greeks, but for Jews this is 
actually one meaning of the Merkabah tradition, but instead they have flying chariot thrones. For more 
detailed interpretations in a mythical and philosophical perspective you will have to wait for the full 
Volumes I am writing, so for now lets get back to numbers and the magick squares. 


Above we have the Sri Yantra in a black and white form with the triangles coloured in as the 
contrast allows you to see certain things easier. Turning your head 45 degrees, so that the Sri Yantra 
looks like a rhombus you can see that the geomtery of the Sri Yantra seems to depicts off kilter squares 
within squares, with an outer ring of pointy triangles. If you take each of these black triangles on the 
outer rim to be a number cell on a magick square, along with the white negative areas in between the 
triangles, as also a cell, (on either side of the top black triangle are two negative spaces, a diamond or 
two triangles end to end for two number cells) then you can see from this angle, then you can count out 
8 cells along the outer rim. (We can kinda fit this with the Moon kamea, but I this fits better) In the next 
Avarana, or ring of triangles, in much the same way you get the square of the Sun, and inside this, the 
square of Jupiter! Looking at it horizontally, or normally, we can see on the Sri Yantra the numbers of 
the odd squares are also implied, but where as the even squares are found by looking at the Yantra as if 
it is 2D, you see the odd by looking at it like it is 3D. By this I mean we can look at the top triangle as 
the top of a step pyramid, beneath this are 3 triangles for the Saturn square, beneath that 5 triangles for 
the Mars square and beneath that 7 triangles for the Venus square as counted in horizontal rows. This is 
admittedly where it stops, but we could take 9 triangles from the centre region, with some pointing up 
and 4 pointing down. 

The following is a short Upanishad on the Goddess Tripuri, but I found on the webpage the 
diagram below which shows the triune division of the goddess, not so different from the meaning of 
Fidelers diagrams. As the Saundarya Lahari refers to “the ocean of beauty” and the goddess 
Tripurasaundari is this same goddess, she is surprisingly similar to the the Shekinah of Kabbalah, or 
Sophia of Gnosticism. So then as the kameas refer in various ways to the Sri Yantra, as also through the 
TOLT, we can see that the Sri Yantra is the net cast into the “ocean of beauty.” As with the ordinal sigil 
created on the magick squares, it the image may appear in distorted forms in this physical world from 
the mathematical ideal it expresses in the higher realm, so that the Sri Yantra is the true form it is 
modelled on.

Athanasius Kircher, the Jesuit Scholar created and interpreted the following diagram, which 
may have some connection to the TOLT, as it shows how odd triangular create square numbers, note 
that 17 corresponds to 81 and so the moon kamea. The diagram comes from 1665 and the image was 
titled as below, and comes from the book “Mundus subterraneus, quo universae denique naturae 
divitiae” 


Physico Mathematica Mundus Subterraneus 
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Above I showed you Figure 30 which depicts the square with an area of 5000 and a diagonal of 
100, and this was bisected with half the adjacent diagonal line of 50 units. You will also remember that 
Fideler connects Peter to the cube of the Moon, or 729 units of Volume, though I did not quote all of 
the explanation, remember that Peter is at the centre of the fishing story. As with Kircher 81 
corresponds to 17, we thus have clue to the geometric parable of 153 fishes. As I knew the Jupiter 
square was alluded to as the net, and that the Sri Yantra obscurely relates to these things, and that the 
Moon square depicts the Sri Yantra, I realized that Peter as the cube of the Moon must have more 
meaning that what Fideler showed. Knowing that the ninth row of the TOLT corresponds to the 
horizontal axis of the Sri Yantra, and that this is the diagonal row of the Moon square, from top left to 
bottom right, I realized Figure 30 might depict some important clues on the Moon square. I further 
realized we can turn the kamea any direction we like and measure the various portions in different 
ways, but each of the four diagonal spokes radiating from the centre number 41 had some very relevant 
numbers! Adding the four diagonal spokes of the moon cube we get key numbers in Fidelers Qabalah, 
and actually, the same numerological interpretation he argued for becomes applicable in the Latin as 
well, or at least in part. That is Kabbalah was taught to Adam by the angel Raziel, and it teaches the 
language from before the confusion of tongues, before the keys to the “strong tower” were lost. 

Before we get to those numbers, let me explain a few things, in Gematria, if a number sum is off 
by | from a more meaningful number, it is permissible to take or give | so that your sum fits with the 
number you really need. This is called the “rule of Colel” and while this may seem like quackery, it is 
justified because the monad 1, is in all places and no places and so can be added or subtracted to 
anything like the Bindu, or as with the polygonal numbers, | stands alone. Such an idea is not out of 
place with Pythagoras, and can be inferred from the Corpus Hermeticum which I quote below. 


Corpus Hermeticum IV 

"The monad, because it is the beginning and root of all things, is in 
them all as root and beginning. Without a beginning there is nothing, 
and a beginning comes from nothing except itself if it is the beginning 
of other things. Because it is a beginning, then, the monad contains 
every number, is contained by none, and generates every number without 
being generated by any other number. [11] But everything generated is 
imperfect and divisible, subject to increase and decrease. None of this 
happens to what is perfect. And what can be increased takes its increase 
from the monad, but it is defeated by its own weakness, no longer able 
to make room for the monad." 


As Sepher Sapphires points out, 126 is the perimeter of a cross unfurled from the 6 square faces of a 
9X9X9 cube, this means there are 14 square edges to this cross, and if we multiply this by the length of 
the 3-9 cubes, we get 7 good numbers in this, much of which we have already encountered, but all 
these are important in their way. Still, this implies Peter is in some way connected to 126, as the cross 
is certainly a Christian symbol, and Peter was himself crucified upside down like the Hanged Man card 
of the Tarot, which corresponds to the Hebrew letter “Mem,” (#40) a name that means “water.”

I mentioned above the importance of 280, but there is more to this number, as 280 is also the 
sum of the squares 3-9, and so refers to the kameas! At each step of addition we get important numbers, 
and so 9+16=25 (this equation is important in Free Masonry but is much older, Pythagoras is also 
associated with it) +25=50 + 36=86 + 49=135 (1 short ofa Jupiter row) + 64=199 + 81 =280 
Note also that 36 Sun+81 Moon=117 as what I will explain for the moon square deals with the union of 
the sun and moon, but also 86 (God name of Binah) + 31 (God Name of Chesed) = 117 


Sepher Sapphires says of 126, that it is the gematria of “neobed” the name of the path 
connecting Yesod, the Moon, to Malkuth, the Earth, it corresponds to the letter Tau, which itself 
symbolizes the cross and the number 400. 126 is the Gematria of Luz, the town which was renamed 
Bethel by Jacob (Genesis 28:19) but in Latin it is also the value of Virgo Sophia, or Virigin Sophia. 
Adonai, a god name has a value of 65, the sum of a Mars kamea row, but also

There are other words that were put into Tetractys towers as well, explained in Proverbs 18:10, 
“The name of the LORD is a strong tower: the righteous runneth into it, and is safe” and so the four 
Hebrew letters of Yahweh, YHVH are arranged in a pyramid much like the Tetractys of Pythagoras.

15 is the Value of a row on the Saturn square, but Yah which has the same value is also the God 
name of Chokmah, the second sephirah. Likewise, Psalms 18:2 tells us, ““The LORD is my rock, and 
my fortress, and my deliverer; my God, my strength, in whom I will trust; my buckler, and the horn of 
my salvation, and my high tower.” This “strong” tower or god providing “strength” is interesting as 
while the words used in the text are different, Geburah in Hebrew, the name of the 5" sephirah means 
“strength,” and so is a synonym and has a value of 216, as with the 72 Shemhamphorash angels. In 
Latin, 216 is “Lapis Philosophorum” or Philosophers stone, which is the Alchemical name for the 
Cornerstone, or Cube of Space, though the symbolism of this is complex, there does seem to have been 
a wide variety of traditions like the Rosicrucians making their symbolism fit with the kameas and 
gematria etc. (though much of this is beyond the scope of this essay, see the books I have referenced) 

The tower provides safety for the “righteous” which is Tzadik in Hebrew, a word that refers to 
Jupiter. That is Melchizedek means “King of Righteousness” as in Melech or King, plus Tzedek which 
means righteous, but Tzedek is also the name of the planet “Jupiter” in Hebrew which is important to 
Fidelers interpretation with Zeus as the father god above it all, from which the Logos Hermes or Apollo 
comes to give word. Tzedek has a gematria of 194, which is also the Isopsephy as “ha ennoia” meaning 
“a thought” with this referring to Sophia in Gnosticism. Note also that in the Orphic text the Derveni 
Papyrus, Zeus is “Nous” which means “mind” and has an Isopsephy of 720, which is important in 
music theory as explained in the “Myth of Invariance.” We all live in Zeus' “mind,” he is like the Pagan 
equivalent of the Gnostic Pleroma, from which Sophia comes as the “first thought.” As Fideler points 
out, Zeus has a value of 612, and this plays into the sacred geometry, where as I knew there are 613 
laws in the Torah and this number has symbolic meaning in Kabbalah. Some of the Kabbalistic 


meaning will be hard to explain to those who have never studied it, but 194 for Latin also gives “oculus 
universale” or Universal Eye, as in Free Masonry, but you will note that at the top of Figure 49 there is 
a Vesica Pisces like an Eye of “The Father.” 194 is also Rosa Christus Est. - The Rose is Christ, which 
refers to Rosicrucianism, people with a keen interest in sacred geometry, which alludes to the 
unfurlment of the Venus square into the “Rose Cross.” This is especially important since the Venus 
kamea best fits with the Sri Yantra. 

So then with all this in mind we come to the gematria of the four diagonals of the moon square, 
each of which we can add 369 for the full diagonal row, so that combined or separate this gematria is 
generally quite telling in regards to Fidelers interpretation of 153 and the feeding of 5000. 

First of all we see, 

37+ 38 + 39 + 40 =154 and so this is close enough for Colel to 153 all in itself, but 154 has a gematria 
of “YHVH our god YHVH” (Deut 6:4) and “Bread and wine” as in Genesis 14:18: 

"Melchizedek brought forth (made manifest) bread and wine..." and “The wheel of fortune” the name 
of a Tarot card the corresponds to Kaph, the letter of Jupiter. In Latin 154 is “In centro solis” in the 
centre of the sun and “Vicarius filii Dei” or Vicar of the son of God and “rosa Jesus est” or The rose is 
Jesus, which again refers to the Rose Cross from the Venus square. In Greek it is also “Gabriel” who is 
the archangel of the sephirah Yesod, and the Moon. Overall 154 fits well with 194, which is also 
“Ruoto Della Foruna” in Latin, or “Wheel of Good Fortune.” 

+ 369= 523, which has a gematria of “in the midst of the waters” and also “High Priestess” the name 
of a tarot card corresponding to the moon, and the priestess herself can be likened to Sophia, she sits in 
front of the two pillars Jaochin and Boaz sitting on a cube reading the Torah, as left by Enoch. 

Then, 

42 + 43 + 44 + 45 =174 which is | short of 175, the sum of a row on the Venus kamea, but 174 in Latin 
is Iesus Christus, or Jesus Christ, and also “Amor Meus Crucifex” which translates as “my crucified 
love” and this refers to Rosicrucianism, as shown in the book “Secret Symbols of the Rosicrucians.” 
+369=543 which is the gematria of “I am that I am” which is how god identified himself to Moses in 
the burning bush, it refers to the god name of Kether, ““Eheieh” (I am) which has a gematria of 21, the 
6" triangular number, with 6 being a perfect number according to Pythagoras. 21 is also the Gematria 
of YHV as on the “strong tower” Tetractys, which in English would be written Yahu, or Yeho as the 
name used in the Sepher Yetzirah to create the Cube of Space. There are a couple other obscure things 
for 543, like “beyond Jordan” which may refer to the ocean, but it is relatively obscure. 

32+23 +14+5 =74 which is the sum of the four corners or four centre numbers on the Sun square, or 
for the cube, 74X6=444, or with the 444 from the 6 centres, = 888 and the Isopsephy of “Jesus” in 
Greek, this is the New Jerusalem. Fideler also uses this number so it is very important here and shows 
the Sun numbers on the Moon square, with the mix of these two providing the Philosophers Stone in 
Alchemy. 74 is the gematria of the Hebrew word for “circle, or circuit, or orbit” it is also “laws” in 
Hebrew and “the covenants” in Greek, where as in Latin it is “Angus Dei” the Lamb of God, as in the 
New Jerusalem, also “Adytum” and “matrix.” + 369= 443 Above I quoted Fideler who found this 
exact number, though he was more interested in 444 which is also important as the Isopsephy of “the 
ship” and “the field” this ties in with his symbolism, (stage one) but also has a gematria of “sanctuary.” 
443 is the Isopsephy of “the Logos” as in Jesus, “Jordanehs” which again refers to the Jordan River 
(important in Gnosticism, it flows from Mt Hermon where the Watchers came down in the book of 
Enoch) and in gematria this number gives Beth El, where Jacob had his pillow stone, and the word for 
“virgin or maiden” as in the constellation Virgo, and “the way of the spirit” as in the path of ascension 
through the diagram to the father. 

So we come to the last diagonal, 77+68+59+50 =254 which is the gematria of “the great sea” and 
“Khuram” or “Huram” which refers to Hiram Abiff, the founder of Free Masonry, and “merciful” 
which refers to Chesed, which itself means “mercy,” and there is also the gematria of “Master of the 
Qabalah” which is explained in Sepher Sapphires with the caption, “the great mystics who are able to 


attune themselves to the Christos through receptivity to the Great Sea” 254 is also “his mercy endures 
forever” which also refers to Chesed, and the gematria of “Chesed” itself is 72, a number which has 
already come up, as with the strong tower that the Righteous runneth into and we see 254 is also 
“Tzedekim” which is the plural of “the righteous” and as I said refers to Jupiter. In Latin 72 is 
“Venus” and “verbum” which means “word” as in Logos, and “Naturae” or “of nature” 

254+ 369 = 623 which doesnt have many words, but is the gematria of “Rauch ha-Qodesh” or Holy 
Spirit, AKA the Shekinah, which uses the ark of the covenant as a throne in the Holy of Holies. You 
will remember 280 is the sum of the squares from 3-9, but the sum of the squares from 1-10 is 385 and 
gives the gematria of “Shekinah.” 


Odds and Ends 

So I hope I have shown how the gematria of the moon square fits with Fidelers interpretation of 
the New Testament, and that by extension this also fits with the magick squares and the Sri Yantra and 
Pythagorean Tetractys. There is more to these numbers than what I have explained, but it would be too 
much for here, but if you study Kabbalah you can figure this out yourself, especially if you read the 
books I have cited, you will have much to consider. You can also study the work of researcher Stephen 
M. Phillips who has written extensive numerological interpretations linking the Sri Yantra, Tetractys 
and Tree of Life, or Kabbalah generally, his website is, http://(www.smphillips.mysite.com/index.html 
and he deals with many of the numbers I have brought up, but in new ways. Though Phillips came to 
these ideas without magick squares, apparently unknown to him, he uses a lot of numbers found on the 
squares or cubes in various ways. Phillips arranges four Tree of Life diagrams together so that they 
form a cross, with Kether in the centre, each tree being an arm of the cross, (he also extends the tree, 
but it is too hard to explain why) and this made me realize it is almost like the game board of Chaupur, 
on which the Sri Yantra diagram can somehow be formed. (as I explained above there is a myth of this, 
but I will leave this for another to explore) Phillips has also pointed out how through drawing circles 
onto the Tetractys, we get something like the Flower of Life, onto which the Kabbalistic Tree of Life 
and all its sephiroth fit perfectly! This Flower then is surely an important key too all this, underlying 
the geometry we have been dealing with. Notice that like the Moon square Sri Yantra, it is at an angle 
to the side, though not quite 45 degrees. 


Wikipedia has this to say on the number 153, as there is a special relationship to square 
numbers, and to 154, “The distinct prime factors of 153 add up to 20, and so do the ones of 154, hence 
the two form a Ruth-Aaron pair. (so 154 is certainly important, remember for 20 the Holy of Holies) 
Since 153 = 1 cubed + 5 cubed + 3 cubed it is a 3-narcissistic number, and it is also the smallest three- 
digit number which can be expressed as the sum of cubes of its digits. Only five other numbers can be 
expressed as the sum of the cubes of their digits: 0, 1, 370, 371 and 407.[3] It is also a Friedman 
number, since 153 = 3 x 51, and a Harshad number in base 10, being divisible by the sum of its own 
digits. 

The Biggs—Smith graph is a symmetric graph with 153 edges, all equivalent. (it deals with cubes) 
Another feature of the number 153 is that it is the limit of the following algorithm:[4][5] 

Take a random positive integer, divisible by three 

Split that number into its base 10 digits 

Take the sum of their cubes 


Go back to the second step 


An example, starting with the number 84: 


8° + 4° = 512 + 64 = 576 
5°+7+6°= 1254343 + 216 = 684 

6° + 88 + 45 = 216 + 512 + 64 = 792 
P49 42% = 343+729+8= 1080 

1° ++0° + 8° + 0° = 14+0+4512+0= 513

2 +5° +37 = 1+ 125 +27 = 153 


Augustine of Hippo argued that the significance lay in the fact that 153 is the sum of the first 17 
integers (i.e. 153 is the 17th triangular number), with 17 representing the combination of divine grace 
(the seven gifts of the Holy Spirit) and law (the Ten Commandments). 


Writers claiming a major role for Mary Magdalene have noted that in Greek Isopsephy her epithet "n 
MaydaAnvn" bears the number 8 + 40+ 1+3+4+1+30+8+50+ 8 = 153, thus, it is suggested, 
revealing her importance.” 


This last point comes from the book, Magdalene's Lost Legacy: Symbolic Numbers and the 
Sacred Union in Christianity by Margaret Starbird and while I have not read it, it looks pretty good. 
This interpretation is especially intriguing as I knew the name “Mary” refers to the sea, and 
“Magdalene” means tower, so together this is “sea tower” and in the Gnostic Paraphrase of Shem, the 
Tower of Babel is built before the flood and actually acts as the ark of Noah. In Mesopotamian 
mythology, the god Enki built his tower home on the Absu, or abyss as described in the myth “Enki and 
the World Order.” The meaning of this is deep and profound, and not easily explained, so that you will 
have to read my further Volumes, but I will give you the keys to unlock the core symbols. Note that the 
Catholic church often compares the congregation of the church to a Tower, as with the Shepherd of 
Hermas text, which also alludes to the number symbolism of the cube. 

If the Jupiter square is so important how does this apply to Kabbalah and Jewish symbolism? 

As I said, 20 is the dimensions of the Holy of Holies, this refers to Kaph, the letter of Jupiter, 


and the Wheel of Fortune. (Kevin Townley and others have shown how the Tarot applies to the Cube of 
Space) Jupiter is associated with Sapphires, and Sapphire comes up in various Kabbalistic places, but 
also Lapis Lazuli fits with Jupiter, and was also called in the ancient world Sapphirus. The word 
“sephirah” is etymologically derived from Sapphire, hence the title of the book Sepher Sapphires. In 
various Kabbalistic traditions Moses first got Sapphire tablets on Mt Sinai, but smashed these when he 
came down and saw the worship of the Golden Calf, he placed the fragments in the ark of the covenant. 
(the replacement tablets having a volume of 216) Mt Sinai is also said to have many sapphires, and 
Moses dug these up to and became rich, and while it is not named explicitly, this mountain is referred 
to in Chapter 18 of the Book of Enoch, with a layer of Sapphire underneath. Thus this refers to the 
Tetractys, which ends on the fourth row of Chesed, where the sapphires are, but the mountain is larger. 
In the Greek Qabalistic work Cyranides, the prologue tells of the pillars of Solomon, and the 
mythology draws upon Judaism, but it gives Hermetic symbolism for the Greek alphabet, and Kappa, 
which corresponds to Kaph, refers to Venus and Sapphire, and in Babylon, Ishtar, goddess of Venus, is 
associated with Lapis Lazuli. Sapphire is also important in Merkabah, as the footstool of God's throne 
is Sapphire, as described in Ezekiel 1, and the Book of Enoch Chapter 1. Sometimes this symbolizes 
the firmament, the stone dome that makes up the starry sky in the Bible, at night it is sapphire in colour. 

In the same fragment I quoted from Eliphas Levi, it tells us, “The fourth Number is four. The 
fourth sephirah is Gedulah or Chesed, Magnificence or Mercy. The Spirits of Gedulah are the 
Chaschmalim, or the Lucid Ones. Their empire is that of beneficence; they correspond to the 
imagination. They have for adversaries the Gamchicoth or the Disturbers of Souls. The Chief or Guide 
of these Demons is Ashtaroth or Astarte, the impure Venus of the Syrians, whom they represent with 
the head of an ass or of a bull, and the breasts of a woman.” 

So then the importance of the Venus and Jupiter kameas are connected, and these two planets 
are considered “beneficent” in astrology, where as I showed certain relationships between Saturn and 
Mars, which are considered “malefic.” The Gnostic Sophia certainly shares traits with Venus like 
goddesses, as also Asherah, The Shekinah, the wife or consort of Yahweh, Wisdom as Proverbs 3:17-18 
tells us “17All her ways are pleasant, and all her paths are peaceful. 18She is a tree of life to those who 
embrace her, and those who lay hold of her are blessed.” Sophia is the Holy Spirit, and incarnated as 
Mary Magdalene, the lover of Jesus according to the Gnostic Gospel of Philip. Wisdom wears a turret 
crown like a tower in the Psalm of Psalms, as in the Zohar, Wisdom is kept in the Tower of the Torah. 

You will notice that I did not go into the gematria of the four diagonal spokes of the Venus 
square/wheel, and these are indeed important numbers, but the squares refer to many Kabbalistic 
secrets, too many for me to go into here. There are some obvious good fits, and if you look at the 
diagonal spokes of all the squares you will find good things, the odd squares do seem to refer to 
Fideler's interpretation, but the Moon square is the best fit. As I have alluded however, the story of 153 
has to do with more than just fishing, and involves Merkabah, and Pagan philosophy, or more complex 
Kabbalistic jargon than I care to go into. The diagonals of the odd squares do seem to keep certain 
themes and refer to each other though, and if we stack them on top of each other, like concentric rings, 
it reveals a variety of hidden patterns, more or less obvious. Likewise you can stack the even numbered 
squares and get an even pyramid, so the two together are the outer pillars of the tree of life, even if the 
sephiroth numbers aren't an exact match. You can also put the 3, 6, and 9 squares together with Saturn 
in a corner, and as the hexagram of Saturn is used to evoke Kether in Ceremonial magick, this refers to 
the middle pillar. Adding each of these stacked square spokes in various ways, at each step, ie looking 
at a combination of Saturn and Mars, and these numbers, then adding numbers from Venus, then Moon, 
this will produce a large assortment of fantastic numbers, but numbers with complex jargon. On the 
Odd square pillar, think of the TOLT, as you can keep 5 in the centre of the Saturn square and use this 
for counting sums, or omit it when counting the four diagonal spoke sums, or as with the TOLT, have a 
“capstone” for the ziggurat, with the #1. For a Kabbalist, Sepher Sapphires will thus be extremely 
illuminating, for the laymen, you will have to wait for the Volumes I am writing! 


I will leave you with one more interesting example of how all this applies to Pythagoras, as 
from what I have shown, you may have found my connections to 216 and the Shemhamphorash to be a 
bit of a stretch. It would have been nice if there were 24 three line intersections to go with the 24 Elders 
of Revelations, with crowns of three rays on their heads, but there were 24 two line intersections, so I 
admit, the Sri Yantra may not refer to the Shemhamphorash at all. Yet the same underlying philosophy 
of numerology is at work, and numbers, as I said, are the universal language. 

So we can read in a Roman text on architecture, 

“De Architectura” which also explains mnemonic devices, it says in Book V the following, 
“Pythagoras and his followers wrote the precepts of their doctrines in cubical arrangement, the cube 
containing 216 verses, of which they thought that not more than 3 should be allotted to any one precept. 
A cube is a solid, with 6 equal square faces, which, however it falls, remains steady and immovable till 
removed by force: such are the dice which are thrown on a table by gamesters. From this circumstance 
they seem to have adopted the cube, since like the cube, this number of verses makes a more lasting 
impression on the memory. The Greek comic poets also divided the action of their stories, by the 
interposition of the chorus to ease the principal actors, so that a cubical proportion is observed.” 

As the Shemhamphorash names are 3 letters and total 216, it is too much to be a coincidence, 
especially since dice were used for divination, by having different rolls correspond to different bible 
verses. (3 dice have 216 possible combinations) This is the most likely explanation of the Urim and 
Thummim divination used by the Jewish high priest at Yom Kippur, with “pur” referring to dice, and 
the name of this most holy holiday, just as “Purim.” Much of this is beyond the scope of this essay, but 
this same Roman book gave the inspiration for Leonardo Da Vinci's Vitruvian man, so named after the 
Roman author, but earlier than this, Cornelius Agrippa, who wrote about the magick squares, also wrote 
about this Vitruvian man and depicted him in Occult diagrams. (He also wrote extensively on the 
symbolism of numbers) This refers to the Fibonacci divine proportions, but while the geometry is 
different, this is not so different from the Indian Purusha Mandala, or as a Gnostic Kabbalist might say, 
this is Adam Kadmon trapped in the Cube of Space. You will find that 34, the length of a row on the 
Jupiter kamea is the gematria of “Babel” and there is more in the squares to support this interpretation. 
According to Herodotus, on top of a Babylonian Ziggurat, a priestess would engage in the Hieros 
Gamos with a God and this is not so different from Shiva and Shakti on the Tantric Sri Yantra. So it 
seems the tower is a memory palace, and the TOLT is a very convenient way to remember or calculate 
all these numbers on the go. Letter, number and memory then are at the root of Qabalah, which is itself 
the bridge from preliterate methods of astrology/astronomy, to the literate cultures of later times. 
Merkabah, as in a Gnostic or Pagan form is the means of escaping the cube, the methods of which you 
can read about in my upcoming books, or in a free book of primary texts I have already compiled, 
“Magick Carpets, Sensory Deprivation and Entheogenic Ceremonial Magick.”
